A WORD ABOUT REPAIRING CHEAP PURSES 


It is advisable to give customers estimates of the cost of repairing German silver and plated mesh purses, as so many poorly 


made purses have been sold at very low prices by department stores and mail order houses which are not worth repairing. 


As much 


time is consumed in taking these purses apart, removing the lining, making mesh to match, repairing, silver plating, gray finishing or 


gilding, cleaning and relining as in repairing more valuable purses. 


Unless there are sentimental reasons for repairing the cheaper 


purses the owners will find it more satisfactory to purchase new and better ones from jewelers by slightly increasing the amount they 


would have to pay for repairing the old purses.

interesting Epergne at the Brussels Exhibition. 





A VERY unique exhibit at the recent ex- 
position in Brussels was the silver 
epergne, which we illustrate on the front 
cover. The upper part of the epergne is a 
faithful reproduction of the famous “Brabo” 
fountain standing in front of the City 
hail of Antwerp. 

According to an old tradition a giant 
by the name of Antigonus once held sway 
near the River Schelde, exacting a tribute 
or toll from all the ships that plied along 
the river. The masters of the ships that 
refused to pay the tribute he punished by 
chopping off their right hand, which he 
threw into the Schelde. Antigonus, how- 
ever, was conquered by the Roman chief 
tain, Salvius Brabo, who subjected him 
to the same fate. 

The moment when Brabo flings the 
giant’s right hand into the river has’ been 
masterly represented by the sculptor. 

[he table center with the reproduction 
of this interesting monument is of solid 
silver, with the rocks in amethyst. It was 
modeled by Schroover, a pupil of the 
sculptor, Jef Lambeaux, and executed and 
exhibited by the well known Antwerp 
silversmiths and jewelers, Maison Lens, 








Beautiful Loving Cup Presented to Charles 
Custis Harrison by Students of 
University of Pennsylvania. 





HE retirement of Charles Custis Ha 

rison from the office of provost of the 
University of Pennsylvania closes a perio. 
of 16 years’ service, marked by great act1y 
ity in the interests of the institution. In 
appreciation of his achievements and as an 
expression of their admiration and goud 
feeling the students gave a reception to 
Mr. and Mrs. Harrison Dec. 16, which 
was made the occasion of presenting the 
retiring provost with a handsome sterling 
silver loving cup (illustrated herewith), the 
gift of all the students at present in the 
university. 

The cup, which stands 31% inches high 
is of graceful simplicity of form, recalling 
the Greek amphora. It bears on one side 
the initials C. C. H., of gold, enameled in 
the university colors, while on the other 
side is applied the seal of the university, 
also of gold and enameled in colors. ‘This 
seal is surrounded by a wreath of 16 ivy 
leaves, emblematic of constancy and de- 
pendence, and marking the 16 years of 
service given by the retiring provost 

The base is octagonal in form, and the 
side directly under the initials C. C. H 
bears a bust of Mr. Harrison, modeled in 
high relief. On the opposite side, under 
the seal, is the bust of Benjamin Franklin 
founder of the University of Pennsylvania 
On the other sides appear historical data 
of Provost Harrison’s administration, the 


names of the deans of the several depart- 
ments, and the buildings erected during his 
term of office. 

These interesting and significant details 
are combined in a harmonious design, 
forming a striking and massive tribute to 


the retiring provost, prompted by the 
esteem and affection of the students. 

The cup was designed and made by the 
Bailey, Banks & Biddle Co., Philadelphia, 
to whose courtesy we are indebted for the 
illustration used herewith.

The buildings, 10 and 12 Maiden Lane, belong 
to the Binninger estate. The loss on No. 10 is about 
$6,000, insured for $5,000 in the North America 
Company. The damage to No. 12 will not exceed

The building, 6 Liberty Place, is insured for

The jewelry establishment of Cooper & Fellows, 
11 Maiden Lane, on the opposite side of the 
street, caught fire twice from extending flames and 
falling sparks, but was each time saved with but 
trifling damage by the prompt exertions of the 
hremen., 

Firemen from all parts of the city assisted in 
extinguishing the flames, and a large number of 
police from the First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth and other wards, were also present, main- 
taining order and assiduously assisting the intrepid 
firemen in their laborious duties. 

There were several very narrow escapes. One 
young man was observed to rush precipitately 
from the building, and had scarcely reached the 
street when the whole of the first and second stories 
fell in with a terrible crash, many of the bricks 
falling into the street, to the imminent danger of 
the firemen at work there. But one casualty oc- 
curred, however, by which fr. Jeanneret lost his 
life. This unfortunate young man was a Swiss by 
birth, 21 years of age and unmarried. He boarded 
at the Prescott House, Broadway. 

The illustrations on this page, like those 
that appeared in the issue of Dec. 7, 
are taken from E. Jones’ New York Pic- 
torial Directory, in the possession of The 
New York Historical Society and now a 
rarity of considerable value. They show 
the south side of Maiden Lane from the 
corner of Broadway, to the corner of Nas- 
sau St., as they appeared about the years 
1849-50. The buildings mentioned in the 
account of the fire of 1855 appear in the 
lower illustration.

name of one of the merchants of Maiden 
Lane in 1850 whose career was not includ- 
ed among those described in the issue of 
Dec. 14, because of later years his ac- 
tivity was connected with the jewelry an- 
nals of Boston. This is Benjamin Shreve, 
whose name appears over the door of No. 
23 in the court, and who, after conducting 
business in New York until 1852, went to 
Boston and became a’partner in the firm of 
Jones, Ball & Poor, which business is now 
carried on by the well-known house of 
Shreve, Crump & Low Co. 

Though not strictly a Maiden Lane es- 
tablishment, the house of Ball, Black & Co. 
(now the retail jewelry concern of Black, 
Starr & Frost) should receive some men- 
tion, inasmuch as the original firm, Mar- 
quand & Co., was located for some years 
on Broadway in the vicinity of Maiden 
Lane. About the time with which this his- 
tory is now concerned the business had al- 


still very prominent in the district is that 
of Bowden. Joseph Bowden, the founder 
of the present firm, was born in New York 
in 1822. At the age of 14 he was appren- 
ticed to Arthur Peckham & Co., 89 Reade 
St. and later 17 John St., where he learned 
the trade of a goldsmith. He remained 
with this house six years. After finishing 
his avprenticeship and having saved some 
money, he began business at 5 Dey St. with 
Samuel F. Merritt. In 1850 Mr. Bowden 
purchased his partner’s interest, and the 
business was thereafter conducted under the 
name of J. Bowden. In 1873, his son, J. B. 
Bowden, was admitted to partnership, and 
from 1874 to 1878 the business was carried 
on under his name. In that year M. L. 
Bowden was admitted to partnership, and 
the firm name was changed to J. B. Bow- 
den & Co. In 1883 Mr. Bowden retired 
from active business and became a special 
partner. He died in November, 1890. His

ready moved up-town to No. 247 Broad- 
way, corner of Murray St. The accom- 


panying illustration presents a view of this 
section of Broadway, including Ball, Black 
& Co.’s store as it appeared in 1854, with 
the “Golden Eagle” for which it was noted 
prominent on the top of the building. 

Another pioneer firm of the jewelry trade 
worthy of mention is that of George O. 
Street & Sons, established in 1837, the 
founder of the firm, George O. Street, being 
at that time a manufacturing jeweler lo- 
cated at the corner of Broad and Market- 
field Sts. Mr. Street began his career as a 
jeweler the same year that Charles L. Tif- 
fany entered the New York business world. 
In 1842 the name was changed to George O. 
Street & Co. and in 1863 to George O. 
Street & Sons. The founder. of the firm 
retired in 1892 and died in 1908. The firm 
at present comprises George W. Street, H. 
L. Street and George A. Street. George W. 
Street, senior member of the present firm, 
is now president of the Assurance League of 
America (formerly the Jewelers’ League), 
and was president of the Jewelers Board of 
Trade in 1909. The firm has been located 
in the jewelry district since 1861.

genial presence is remembered by many of 
the older members of the Maiden Lane 
community. His reputation is recalled by 
a frequent remark of his day, to the effect 
that there was no need to weigh the gold 
one bought from Joe Bowden. His chari- 
table inclinations were widely known, and 
the distress of many a poor mortal was 
relieved through his generous aid. ‘Pa, 
here is one of your customers,” was the 
usual form in which his sons called his 
attention to the presence of a _ petitioner. 
His son, Joseph B, whose death occurred 
in 1901, inherited many of his father’s 
traits. He possessed the same _ kindly, 
genial disposition, in addition to which he 
was prominent and active in most of the 
organizations of the trade. The present 
members of the firm are M. L. Bowden 
and his son, M. L. Bowden, Jr., the latter 
having been admitted in 1907.

Peridot Stones of Ancient Egypt 





(From Consul D. R. Birch, Alexandria.) 
DEPOSIT of “peridots” has recently 
been discovered in Alexandria within 

a stone’s throw of where the Cleopatra’s 
Needle, now in Central Park, New York, 
once stood. 

These stones, which are amber in color, 
for many years have been found in large 
quantities in Upper Egypt, but never be- 
fore in this section of the country. The 
finder has secured a concession to work the 
ground and has uncovered several thousand 
of these stones at a depth of not greater 
than 10 feet. It is believed that the peri- 
dots were buried in the foundations of 
houses of the ancient Egyptians and in 
tombs as an omen of luck. 

The stones now found are estimated to 
have been buried for over 1,500 years. Their 
value is not great, the price of the stone 
of the average weight of 3 carats being $1. 

The discoverers of the Alexandria de- 
posit have also secured a concession to 
work ground on the islands of Rahamah 
and Kad-Ali, near Assab, in Red Sea terri- 
tory, belonging to Italy. Some peridots 
have recently been found there and it is 
believed the deposit is a large one never 
before mined.

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Measures to Prevent Recurrence of Fac- 
tory Fires at Newark, N. J., from 
Which Many Jewelers Have 
Recently Suffered. 

Newark, N. J., Dec. 24.—There is great 
activity in factory circles of this city be- 
cause of the large factory fires which have 
occurred during the past few weeks. In 
one of these 25 lives were lost and in an- 
other it was with great difficulty that some 
of the employes in the building at the time 
of the fire escaped. There have been large 
losses to both the owners of the burned 
buildings and to the different firms burned 
out. The city has been aroused, and the 
factory inspectors have been busy visiting 
all the factories and ordering such changes 
as were thought necessary for the protec- 
tion of the men, women and children em- 

ployed in them. 

The factory buildings occupied by manu- 
facturing jewelers have been examined, and 
in a number of them changes have been 
ordered at once. Where the outside doors 
swung in the owners of the buildings have 
been required to so change them that they 
will open outward. This change was or- 
dered in a number of buildings occupied 
by manufacturing jewelers where every- 
thing else was found to be in a perfectly 
satisfactory condition. Tire escapes have, 
some buildings where 
there were none or where old ones were 
deemed to be inadequate. On some build- 
ings where there are now good fire escapes 
additional escapes have been ordered for 
other sides of the building. In several of 
the buildings occupied by jewelers auto- 
matic fire alarm systems have been in- 
stalled. This system had been installed by 
several of the jewelers before the visit of 
the fire and building inspectors. ‘Where 
buildings have not been kept perfectly clean 
the inspectors have ordered them renovated 
in order to lessen the liability of fire. 

When the Shiman-Miller Mfg. Co. building, 
Austin and Murray Sts., which was entirely 
occupied by manufacturing jewelers and 
those engaged in kindred trades, was gutted 
several months ago shortly after work 
began in the morning, and when the Rub- 
berset Co.’s plant was badly damaged by 
fire about the same time, the building in- 
spectors got busy at once and visited many 
of the factories of the city to discover if 
there were anything necessary to be done 
to prevent such serious fires in the future. 
Several weeks passed and then the big fac- 
tory on High St., occupied by the Newark 
Paper Box Co. and other concerns was 
burned and 25 employes lost their lives. 
This created such a strong feeling on the 
part of the people of the city that an inves- 
tigation was demanded to find out where 
the responsibility for this great loss of life 
and property lay. The affair was consid- 
ered a public calamity, and a general relief 
fund was started for the benefit of the fire 
sufferers and their families, which now 
amounts to many thousands of dollars. 

In society circles benefit whists were held 
to raise money for the fund, and in many 
of the other factories of the city the em- 
ployes raised money to be applied in the 
same way. City Treasurer Albert T. Guen- 
ther is acting as treasurer of the “fire 
fund,” and Louis V. Aronson, president of 
the Art Metal Works, was appointed a 


been ordered for 
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member of the committee in charge. Other 
jewelers or members of their families have 
been active in raising money for this cause. 
Many have given personally to the fund, 
and others have given under the name of 
the firm which they represent as well. The 
employes of several manufacturing jewelry 
concerns have raised generous sums for 
the sufferers. 

While the investigation of the last fire 
was going on there was much discussion 
in the papers and elsewhere about the city 
regarding the general condition of fac- 
tories in this city. It was stated that there 
were hundreds of buildings used for fac- 
tory purposes in Newark, which notwith- 
standing the inspections of the State offi- 
cials and the installation of safety appli- 
ances are still fire traps. G. Wilfred 
Pearce, a locai civil engineer, stated that 
conditions in this respect are improving as 
times goes on and new buildings take the 
place of the old ones. He said that 30 
years ago 68 per cent. of the local jewelry, 
silver, fine art metal and art glass works 
were in buildings which were fire traps, but 
that within 15 years 78 per cent. of these 
industries have become housed in structures 
that are of very slow burning construction. 
A similar improvement has been made in 
the factories of other industries he stated. 
Hundreds of removals from unsafe to safe 
factory buildings has in recent years com- 
pelled owners of unsafe buildings to make 
very low rentals in order to find tenants. 

At a recent meeting of the Newark 
Board of Trade the whole subject of fire 
protection was thoroughly discussed by the 
members in an effort to determine what 
could be done to avoid such destructive 
fires. Among the things considered was 
the proposal to “enhance the efficiency of 
the fire department” by the organization of 
so-called flying companies of trained life- 
savers. The advisability of a new building 
code and of the extension of the high pres- 
sure service were aiso considered. Mat- 
thias Stratton, of Alling & Co., manufac- 
turing jewelers, who is a member of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners, defended 
the action of the firemen at the High St. 
fire, saying that the alarm was not given 
until late. The Board of Trade did not 
favor the organization of the “flying bat- 
talions,” but did pass resolutions favoring 
a new building code and the extension of 
the high-pressure service. 

While the coroner’s jury was about com- 
pleting its investigation of the High St. 
fire, the fire at the Mundy factory occurred 
which ruined the two upper floors and 
caused damages to those below. As this 
fire occurred in the night there were no em- 
ployes in the building at the time except 
the watchman. Lebkuecher & Co., silver- 
smiths, were one of the firms which were 
damaged by this fire. 








After a long illness, Mrs. Susan Fisher, 
wife of Wm. W. Fisher, a jeweler in 
Sunbury, Pa., died at her home, 143 N. 4th 
St., Thursday evening, Dec. 8. 

A $10,000 fire occurred recently in Lar- 
ned, Kans., and among the buildings de- 
stroyed was the jewelry store of E. R. 
Smisor. The damage is estimated at about 
$600, half of which is covered by insur- 
ance.

NEWARK, Dec. 23.—The funeral services 
of William Link, who died suddenly in his 
office on Tuesday last, were held from his 
late home, 308 Summer St., this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. The interment was at the con- 
venience of the family. 

Mr. Link was a manufacturing jeweler at 
61 Mulberry St. He was a resident of 
Newark for more than 40 years, and was 
well known in manufacturing circles and in 
the jewelry trade. He returned early last 
Tuesday from a business trip in the in- 
terests of his firm through New England, 
and at once made final arrangements for 
sending out his salesman to the southern

territory, the salesman leaving about 2 P. Mm. 
About an hour later Mr. Link complained 
of not feeling well, but continued writing 
at his desk for a time, when he leaned back 
in his chair and died suddenly. 

Dr. J. W. Read was summoned, but was 
late to render assistance. County 
Physician McKenzie diagnosed the cause 
of the trouble as being acute indigestion. 
Mr. Link had suffered from this trouble 
for some time, but he was not considered 
ill and his sudden death came as a shock. 

Mr. Link was born in Gloucester over 
63 years ago, his parents being Mr. and 
Mrs. Martin Link. When a boy he went 
to Philadelphia with his parents. He 
learned the jewelry business and later came 
to Newark, where he has been engaged in 
the jewelry business ever since, founding 
as a young man the business which he was 
conducting at the time of his death. 

For 28 years Mr. Link had been a mem- 
ber of the Park Presbyterian Church. He 
is survived by his wife and two daughters, 
Mrs. J. W. Troescher and Miss Belle S.

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League of Associations All Over the 
Country Working in Opposition to 
the Parcels Post. 


Cuicaco, Dec. 23.—Organized opposition 
to the framing by Congress of a parcels 
post bill, so wide in its scope as to take in 
many parts of the United States, has de- 
veloped among wholesale merchaiys and 
jobbers, according to revelations this week. 
The agitation to defeat the adoption of 
parcels post is in the hands of an organiza- 
tion called the American League of Asso- 
ciations. Its headquarters are at 2008 Calu- 
met Ave., in this city, and its president its 
Edward B. Butler, president of Butler 
Bros. 

Since last May the movement has been 
in full swing, but so quietly have its work- 
ings been that E. B. Monn, also of Butler 
Bros., chairman of the executive committee 
of the league, said that pfior to this week 
nothing had appeared about it in any news- 
paper, although articles had been published 
in certain trade journals, 

According to a letterhead used by the 
league officers, the objects of the league are 
to organize local civic and commercial as- 
sociations in towns, villages and small cit- 
ies; to check absorption of trade into a few 
great commercial centers; to encourage es- 
tablishment of local industries; to promote 
good roads; to assist the retail merchant, 
and to gather data on these subjects and 
maintain a publicity and lecture bureau. 

The first project of these associations, ac- 
cording to Mr. Moon, is opposition to the 
parcels post. To the end of defeating this, 
copies of a petition have been printed and 
circulated in the rural districts with a re- 
quest to the persons receiving them to sigi 
them and send them to their respective Con- 
gressmen, 

In the petition the parcels post is de- 
nounced on the grounds that it would foster 
the development of an enormous trust, de- 
stroy prosperity of country towns, ruin 
thousands of jobbers, drain rural communi- 
ties of their capital and population, benefit 
no one except the retail catalogue mail- 
order houses in big cities and the express 
companies. The additional reason for the 
opposition, as named jn the last paragraph 
of the petition, is that it would heavily in- 
crease the postal deficit by enlarging the 
expense of delivery in excess of the in- 
crease of income.

More Litigation by Wm. A. Rogers, 
Ltd., Involving Trade-Mark and 
Trade Name. 


A decree has been signed by Judge La- 
combe in the United States Circuit Court, 
New York, in an action brought by Wm. 
A. Rogers, Ltd., against the Knickerbocker 
Silver Co., Port Jervis, N. Y., which per- 
petually enjoins and restrains the defen- 
dant concern from infringing upon the 
rights of the complainant, and especially 
from using the name “Rogers” or the letter 
“R” upon or in connection with the manu- 
facture or sale of any silver-plated fiat 
ware, hollow ware or table ware made by 
the defendant concern. The Knickerbocker 
Silver Co. is also restrained from using 
deceptively similar variations of the name 
“Rogers” either alone or in association 
with other words, figures symbols or ac- 
companiments, and from infringing upon 
complainants registered trade-marks num- 
bered and dated 68,369, March 21, 1908; 77,- 
597 and 77,598, April 19, 1910. 

The action was brought a short time ago, 
alleging an infringement of the Wm. A. 
Rogers, Ltd., trade marks, “Wm. A. Rog- 
ers” and “Rogers,” with symbols. The de- 
cree was entered by consent of both par- 
ties. 

Another complaint has also been filed 
by Wm. A. Rogers, Ltd., against the P. A. 
Coon Silver Mfg. Co., Syracuse, N. Y., 
containing practically the same allegations 
of infringement as in the case of the 
Knickerbocker Silver Co., and it is under- 
stood that this concern has agreed to a 
decree. 

In the case against Jacob Busch, New 
York, a restraining order has been en- 
tered. There are a number of other cases 
over the same matter, and in nearly all of 
these decrees have either been entered or 
the defendant concerns have agreed to dis- 
continue the alieged infringements. Actions 
were started against the Cohannet Silver 
Co., Taunton, Mass.; Poole Silver Co., 
Taunton, Mass.; Florence Silver Co., Bal- 
timore, Md.; Michael White, New York; S. 
Burnstein, New York, and others. 





Death of Ransom J. Morse. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 23.—Ransom J. Morse, a 
veteran Chicago jeweler, died, last Tues- 
day at his residence, 929 Airdrie Pl., Buena 
Park. Mr. Morse was born in Vermont, 
Nov. 17, 1841, and came to Chicago in 
1866. He was a diamond expert, and was 
engaged in the jewelry business in Chi- 
cago for about 44 years. He leaves a 
son and a daughter. 

The funeral took place at Rosehill 
Chapel, Friday afternoon, under the aus- 
pices of Apollo Commandery No. 1, K. T., 
of.which he was a life member. 


Frank A. Toce will continue the business 
of Snively & Toce, Lake Charles, La. 
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Further Proceedings by Government 
Against Duveen Bros., the Art 
Importers. 

Four additional complaints were prepared 
last week by Assistant District Attorney 
Wemple in the civil actions brought by the 
United States Government against Duveen 
Bros. for the alleged undervaluation of art 
importations from England and _ France, 
bringing the total of these actions up to 13. 
The articles mentioned in the complaints 
are still in the Duveen store, on Fifth Ave., 
New York, where they are held in bond 
pending the decision of the suit. It was 
explained by Mr. Wemple that the goods 
may be disposed of in the regular way to 
customers if the firm so desires, but that 
an account of the price received for them 
must be made by the art dealers if the 

Government wins the suits. 

It was explained by the Assistant District 
Attorney that the Government could not 
proceed against any purchaser of an article 
undervalued on importation and could not 
seize the article unless it could be shown 
that the customer was a party to the under- 
valuation. He also explained that rumors 
that proceedings against the Duveens would 
involve prominent art collectors were er- 
roneous, and stated that if the articles these 
men had purchased from the Duveens were 
undervalued the Government had no reason 
to suppose that it was done with the con- 
nivance or the consent of purchasers. 

On the other hand, if it could be shown 
that any article was smuggled, the Govern- 
ment may seize it irrespective of the hands 
into which it has fallen or the method by 
which those have acquired it. No offer has 
been received at any time from the Duveen 
Bros. in settlement of the claims of the 
Government. 

At present Henry J. Duveen is on a visit 
to England and has given $75,000 bail to 
appear at the criminal trial arising out of 
the alleged customs frauds. Benjamin Du- 
veen is under a lighter bail in this country. 

A letter was published last week from at- 
torneys representing the Duveen Bros. which 
denied that any offer looking for a compro- 
mise or settlement of the Government’s 
claims had ever been made, discussed or re- 
fused. The letter explained that the offi- 
cials in the District Attorney’s office and in 
the Customs House are preparing a state- 
ment, which is not complete, showing from 
the Government standpoint the amount of 
undervaluation claimed against the Duveen 
firm, 








Chicago Jeweler Shoots at Thieves Who 
Break Show Window and Escape 
with Rings. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 23.—Two thieves threw a 
brick through a front plate glass window 
in the jewelry store of Kracker & Kosinski, 
1019 Milwaukee Ave., at 10 o’clock Tues- 
day night and stole a tray containing 45 
diamond rings, valued between $500 and 

$600. 

R. Kosinski, one of the proprietors of the 
store, hurried to the street and fired three 
shots at the men as they were fleeing south 
on Milwaukee Ave. to Wade St., where all 
trace of them was lost.

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Further Details of the Annual Meeting 


of the De Beers’ Consolidated 
Mines, Ltd., Held at Kimberley. 
Lonpon, Dec. 17.—A Reuter cable from 


Kimberley Dec. 10 gives further details as to 
the report made by the De Beers Consoli- 
dated Mines, Ltd., atethe annual meeting 
held that day. The cable report says: 

“At the annual meeting of De Beers Con- 
solidated Mines, Ltd., to-day it was stated 
that the profit and loss account showed that 
the amount of profit for the year ended 
June 30 last was £2,690,726. After the ap- 
propriation of £25,000 for the arrears of 
Cape Colony income tax for the year ended 
June 30, 1908, and of £313,602 for the re- 
duction in value of blue-ground stocks as 
per the accounts of June 30, 1909, and of 
£1,800,000 for a dividend on the two classes 
of shares, including a balance unappropri- 
ated from June 30, 1909, of £176,272, there 
remained a balance of ~£728,325—an in- 
crease, In moving the adoption of the re- 
port the chairman (Francis Oats) explained 
that there was no charge in the accounts 
for the Cape income tax, as in former years, 
because up to the time of the meeting no 
law had been passed giving effect to any 
further taxation under the Union govern- 
ment, but under the scheme of taxation 
which the Union treasurer was now sub- 
mitting to Parliament he proposed to im- 
pose a tax upon the company on the lines 
of the taxation of the gold mines in the 
Transvaal, which would amount to about 
the same as the company had paid formerly 
to the Cape government. As regarded the 
British income tax, unfortunately the com- 
pany had been considered liable for the tax 
in respect of the years 1908 and 1909, owing 
to its being contended that the company 
had sold diamonds in London during those 
years. The amount for which the company 
would be liable had not yet been agreed 
upon, but the balance of £728,325 carried 
forward would be much more than ample 
to meet all contingencies in the shape of 
taxation under both heads. 

LARGE LIQUID ASSETS. 

“The balance sheet showed a large 
amount of liquid assets, practically amount- 
ing to two and a half millions of money, 
which, the chairman explained, arose from 
cash realized by the exhaustion of the blue- 
ground reserves and the sales from stocks 
produced previous to the year ended June 
30, 1910. The board had thought it de- 
sirable to apply this money to the extinction 
of the first mortgage debenture debt now 
standing at £1,216,000. Notices had been 
given under which during the ensuing 
month those debentures would be paid off. 
The chairman stated that the stocks of dia- 
monds, both in the hands of the company 
and in the hands of the syndicate, had been 
very much reduced. In fact, at the mo- 
ment they had come down to the level of 
such stocks as it would be always necessary 
to have in hand for the purpose of carrying 
On business, so that practically no more 
stock was left available for market pur- 
poses, except that which came out of cur- 
rent production. He believed it was to a 
large extent the case with other producers 
also, seeing that production was not nearly 
as great as the sales which had been taking 
Place in the past year or two, owing to the 
fact that those sales represented stocks 
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which had previously accumulated, as well 
as the ordinary production. He thought 
the future prospects of the dtamond market 
could be considered good, as the market 
must now be supplied with current produc- 
tion, there being no longer any accumulated 
stocks available to assist in meeting the de- 
mand, 
A CHEERFUL OUTLOOK. 

“Under the circumstances the prospects 
of the company might be regarded as very 
cheerful, the more so because the extinc- 
tion of the first mortgage debentures, which 
had been arranged to take place in January, 
would relieve the company of the annual 
charge for an interest liquidation of £280,- 
000, which after January would no longer 
be chargeable against them. Further, the 
Bultfontein obligations, which had meant 
an annual charge upon the company of 
£28,000, had now ceased, the final amount 
—#27,080—standing on the balance sheet, 
together with the interest, having been paid 
off in October last, so that there was a 
combined saving of practically £308,000 
annually under those heads. This would 
naturally affect tleir profit and loss state- 
ments favorably in the future. The com- 
pany’s policy in supplying the market witn 
only such quantities as it could absorb was 
still being pursued. The resumption of 
working in the De Beers mine had not yet 


taken place, and in so far as the other | 


mines were concerned, no hauling at night 
was being done at either. The effect of 
this policy had undoubtedly been to uphold 
prices in their class of goods, of which the 
company still produced by far the most of 
what the world’s market required. The 
production of small lower-class goods had 
been going on and still went on to a much 
greater extent than formerly. They had 
been unable to persuade their co-producers 
that it was desirable to restrict production. 
Consequently, there was no hope of much 
rise in prices in respect of these classes of 
goods. So far the net result had been that 
what they gained from the apprecitaion of 
higher-class goods had, so far as this year 
was concerned, been practically counter- 
balanced by the lower values of small or 
inferior products. He was not without 
hope that in the course of time wiser coun- 
sels would prevail and that some ‘under- 
standing would be arrived at by the various 
producers to limit the output of lower-class 
goods, thus re-establishing prices all round 
at a higher level, more corresponding with 
the prices of former years—a policy which, 
he need hardly point out, would be best in 
the interests of all concerned. 
ALL-ROUND IMPROVEMENT. 


“Concluding, the chairman reviewed the 
present position of the company with that 
of 10 years ago, which showed an all- 
round improvement. He again emphasized 
his opinion that prices of better-class dia- 
monds were on the increase, and that no 
matter how low the prices of the inferior 
class of goods would go, this would only 
slightly affect the prices of the best stuff. 
He looked forward confidently to the fu- 
ture and to the continued payment of mod- 
erate dividends. To mark the company’s ap- 
preciation of the establishment of the 
Union, they would donate £25,000 towards 
the fund for the proposed South African 
University, on the assumption that the 
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scheme would be settled to the satisfaction 
of those who had already’ so largely sub- 
scribed and of the government. (Applause. ) 

SIR JULIUS WERNHER’S GREAT QUALITIES. 

“Seconding the adoption of the report, 
Mr. Mosenthal endorsed everything the 
chairman had said regarding the financial 
position of the company. He expressed his 
regret at so many of those who had been 
prominently associated with the company 
for years past as life governors having 
passed away. He was referring more par- 
ticularly to their, great founder (Cecil 
Rhodes), but he expressed great satisfac- 
tion at the remaining life governor (Sir 
Julius Wernher) still being with them. No 
one outside the board room could appre- 
ciate how. much the company owed to the 
keen interest he took in its affairs and to 
his business acumen and foresight. (Ap- 
plause.)” 


on Charge That Emeralds Brought 
from Colombia Were Stolen 

A cable dispatch from London, dated 
Dec. 24, stated that Dario del Castillo, a 
merchant of Bogota, had been remanded 
in the Bow St. Police Court, charged with 
having received emeralds and other gems 
alleged to have been stolen from the Gov- 
ernment of Colombia. He was taken into 
custody, according to the despatch, on his 
arrival in London on the Mauretania. 

Dario del Castillo arrived in New 
York, Dec. 14, from Colon. The customs 
officials found that the man had declared a 
trunk but did not place a value on its con- 
tents. At the Customs House he admitted 
that he had about $10,000 worth of uncut 
gems, which he claimed he obtained some 
time ago when the Colombian mines were 
being worked by a British syndicate. The 
mines are now controlled by the Colombian 
Government. After a hearing before the 
customs officials in New York, Castillo was 
allowed to depart, and his trunk was sent 
in bond out of the country. 








Death of Frederick Patten. 

Provipence, R. I., Dec. 24.—The funeral 
of Frederick Patten was held from his 
home, 111 Somerset St., this city, Friday 
afternoon. He died last Tuesday night 
from a complication of diseases. 

Deceased was born at Newburyport, Mass., 
Sept. 6, 1857, and came to Providence 
about 20 years ago. He first entered the 
employ of H. Ludwig & Co. for about five 
or six years, and then engaged with Will- 
iam H. Luther & Son, where he remained 
for eight years. He then entered the 
manufacturing jewelry business with How- 
ard Daughaday, under the style of Patten 
& Daughaday, but in 1905 he engaged with 
the Empire Art Metal Works, 14th St., 
New York, but was more recently engaged 
with J. Solinger & Co., on Calendar St., 
this city. 

Mr. Patten had not been in the 
of health for the past three years, and 
had been seriously ill for about three 
months. He leaves a widow, one son and

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Police Arrest Men Believed to Be Re- 
sponsible for Thefts from Jewelry 
Manufacturers. 

ProvIpENCE, R. I., Dec. 24.—Albert Bur- 
gess, alias Albert T. Berger, 23 years old, 
was charged in the Sixth District Court, 
this morning, with the larceny of jew- 
elry to the value of $60.32 from the manu- 
facturing jewelry establishment of Chapin 
& Hollister Co., by which he was em- 
ployed. He entered a plea of guilty and 
was sentenced to serve three months in the 

Providence County Jail. 

Walter E. Pierce, 23 years of age, 
charged with receiving certain of the arti- 
cles of jewelry stolen by Burgess, also 
pleaded guilty and threw himself upon the 
mercy of the court. He was fined $50 and 
costs. 

Both these young men were employed 
at the same establishment, although, ac- 
cording to the police, Burgess had better 
opportunities to steal the jewelry, as he 
was in constant touch with the manufac- 
tured articles. The goods the firm has 
missed during the past few weeks include 
bracelets, chains, charms, strings of beads 
and other articles of a similar nature. 
Much of this property has been recovered 
at the home of Pierce, and others of it 
Chief Inspector Horton says he expects*to 
recover later, as the young man has given 
him information as to where it was dis- 
posed. 

The men were arrested by Inspector 
Herbert B. Caffrey, of headquarters, and 
Detective Bernard Goldowsky, of the Jew- 
elers Protective Association. Pierce has 
been arrested before; in 1907 he was taken 
into custody by Inspector J. T. Haran, of 
headquarters, and handed over to the At- 
tleboro authorities, by whom he _ was 
wanted for the alleged larceny of knives, 
forks and other goods from a silversmith- 
ing factory there. Burgess claims Canada 
as his home, and says he has a father and 
mother living there. Both young men have 
been working at the Chapin & Hollister Co. 
shop for about three months. Pierce is 
married and has a wife and small child 
living at Pawtucket. 


ATTLeBorO, Mass., Dec. 24.—In Harry 
Volpe, Providence, the police believe that 
they have secured a man who has been 
encouraging many thefts in the jewelry 
shops in the Attleboros of late. They be- 
lieve that he is the “fence” who received 
stolen property and disposed of it in pawn- 
shops of Pawtucket and Providence. His 
operations, in the opinion of the police, 
have extended over a period of several 
years. 

The charge upon which Volpe was ar- 
raigned before Judge Byram, last Monday, 
was for receiving a quantity of jewelry 
from William J. Landry, North Attleboro, 
who is said to have taken it from the 
Finberg Mfg. Co., Attleboro. Volpe was 
taken into custody by Detective Goldowski, 
Providence, who represents the Jewelers’ 
Protective Association, 

It is said that Volpe reecived the pack- 
age of goods at the Attleboro station Satur- 
day evening, and took the train to Paw- 
tucket, where he was caught by Goldowski. 
As he took the goods in Attleboro he was 
turned over to the police of that city. 


William Landry, who was charged with the 
larceny of jewelry from the Finberg Mfg. 
Co. was fined $50, which he paid. The 
case of Volpe was continued until Jan. 2. 


Dueber Watch Case Mfg. Co. Causes 
State of Ohio to Sue Keystone 
Watch Case Co. for Tax 
Penalties. 

Cotumsus, O., Dec. 26—The Dueber 
Watch Case Mfg. Co., which was recently 
unsuccessful in its efforts to have the Key- 
stone Watch Case Co. barred from doing 
business in Ohio, has started another pro- 
ceding against that concern, and as a result 
the State has brought a suit to collect from 
the Keystone company penalties for failure 
to pay State taxes under a special law cov- 
ering corporations. The Dueber Watch 
Case Mfg. Co. has requested the Secretary 
of State to bring the suit and under the law 
such suits shall be brought on request of 
any citizen. The Secretary of State ac- 
cordingly referred the letter of the Dueber 
concern to the Attorney-General’s depart- 
ment, with request that the suit be brought. 
The Keystone company had done busi- 
ness in Ohio without being registered as 
a foreign corporation, and when the State 
investigated and found this to be a fact 
the company readily agreed to pay all the 
back taxes which were due. The Secretary 
of State made an examination of the com- 
pany’s books and rendered an account, 

which was paid. 

The Dueber Co. meantime had filed a re- 
quest with the Secretary of State for a 
hearing if the Keystone company asked to 
be registered in the State, alleging that the 
Keystone Co. was a trust, and asking that 
it be barred from entering the State. The 
question of jurisdiction was brought up 
and the Attorney General held that the 
question as to whether the Keystone Co. 
was operating in violation of the statutes 
of Ohio was a judicial one, and that the 
Secretary of State had no authority in the 
matter other than to register the company 
if it applied in accordance with the statute 





governing. 

The action of the State in settling the 
claim against the Keystone company on the 
basis of actual amount due, without de- 
manding the penalty for failure to pay on 
time, was not satisfactory to the Dueber 
company, and it is this penalty which it 
demands be collected. 





Death of Edward C. Knapp. 

AttLesoro, Mass., Dec. 24.—Edward C. 
Knapp, an old jeweler, and a well known 
resident of Attleboro, died, Tuesday after- 
noon, after a short illness. 

Deceased was born in Cumberland, R. L., 
80 years ago. When a young man he lo- 
cated in Attleboro Falls, where he learned 
the jewelry business. For many years he 
was in the firm of Stanley Bros., but 
lately he was identified with the Bay State 
Optical Co. 

Mr. Knapp is survived by four children: 
Mrs. Oscar D. Newell, Attleboro Falls; 
Ephriam M. Knapp, Newark, N. J.; Mrs. 
Charles L. Barrows and Miss Fannie E. 
Knapp, Attleboro. The funeral took place 
Friday afternoon and was attended by 
many members of the trade. 
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Watchmaker Nearly Suffocated in Fire 
Which Destroyed Jewelry Store at 
Fall River, Mass. 

Fatt River, Mass., Dec. 24.—The jew- 
elry store of C. E. Gifford & Co. 40 N. 
Main St., with its stock of diamonds, gold 
and silver articles of every description in 
the finer lines, cut glass, watches, French 
china and artistic leather goods, was prac- 
tically wrecked by a fire which started in 
the basement a short while before 8 o’clock 

last evening. 

The cause of the fire is attributed by 
some of the employes to defective electric 
wiring and by others to inflammable papers 
and boxes becoming ignited from a steam 
heater in the rear of that apartment, with 
a loss which will run into the thousands. 

The store and its contents, valued at 
$75,000, carry insurance placed with nearly 
all of the local companies, but the fire, 
coming at the flood tide of the Christmas 
trade, will entail a heavy loss in profits 
from sales. The highest valued merchan- 
dise was fortunately placed in the big safe 
by the clerks before the dense suffocating 
clouds of smoke drove them into the street. 

Eleven pieces of fire apparatus fought 
the flames for over two hours. Two fire- 
men and an employe had narrow escapes. 

The employes, Mr. Brown, Mr. Munroe, 
Fred Alderman, Joseph Wilde, Miss Lila 
Lottie and Miss Clara Hart, realizing the 
possibilities of a loss, moved rapidly in 
transferring the diamonds and other pre- 
cious stones and the solid gold ware to the 
safe in the rear of the store. They had 
practically accomplished their mission be- 
fore being driven into the street by the 
smoke and flames. 

Fred Alderman, employed as a watch- 
maker and repairer, was one of those who 
remained in the shop to the last possible 
moment in the effort to get diamonds, 
watches and valuable ware into the safes. 
He went to the rear of the shop for some- 
thing, and when he turned to start back he 
found the smoke so thick that it was im- 
possible to see, and he could scarcely 
breathe. He decided that his only hope of 
safety was in the rear window, but_the 
window was covered with bars of three- 
quarter-inch iron bars, and the best he 
could do was to smash a small opening in 
the window and call for help. The mouth- 
ful of fresh air that came through the 
opening was the only relief that he secured, 
for smoke soon filled the opening. He was 
stifling rapidly, and when his calls for help 
were heard Charies H. Carr and several 
firemen started to the rescue. They made 
the opening in the glass larger, and found 
that Alderman was very weak, hanging to 
one of the bars for support. One of the fire- 
men scooped snow and slush from the 
ground, pushed it through the window, and 
told Alderman to hold that about his face 
until the bars were torn away. The firemen 
worked at the bars, but it was no easy job 
to wrench them loose. It required several 
minutes to make a space large enough for 
Alderman to pass through. He _ was 
dragged through by the firemen and 
dropped into their arms exhausted. He 
was barely conscious, and it is probable 
that he could have survived there but a few 
minutes longer. He revived quickly in the 
open air.

AMERICAN PEARL POINTERS 


RESH water pearls are found in the rivers of the United States, especially the Mississippi and Ohio and their tribu- 
taries. They are found chiefly in the “mucket,”’ “washboard” and “nigger-head” mussels. A good many pearls are 
found in lakes and bayous, but are of poor quality and have a tendency to fade—an occasional good one is found 
in these waters, but not often. 

The most desirable shapes of pearls are round or ball, button or half-round, egg, capsule or ellipse, and to have a mar- 
ket value run in size ‘from a turkey shot up—and no matter what the shape may be, they must be symmetrical, but the most 
important point is that of quality and luster. Dimples, sand grooves, lumps, dead bands, off colors or faded and lusterless 
skins detract very much from the value of the pearl. Odd shapes, no matter how fine the quality or brilliant they may be, are 
of little value. “Slugs,” “rosebuds,” “baroque,” “burr pearls,” etc., are names applied to irregular-shaped pearls not having a 
smooth, even surface, but a lumpy, knotty surface and any shape. One kind of pearl growth, being rough and lumpy, is at- 
tached to the shell and seems to grow on the shell like a wart—these have little or no value, but when left on the shell sell as 
specimens. 

Sometimes on account of an irregularity in shape or defect in the pearl it wears through the mantle in which it is 
formed and becomes attached to the shell, and frequently is covered over entirely with shell material—these may be removed 
by one who understands it, and occasionally a very fine pearl is found in this way. The same is true of slugs or baroques. 
Don’t attempt to work on a pearl or slug unless you know h w to do it, as it is very easy to spoil a fine pearl, and no amount 
of work can restore it after once ruined, even when one knows how—it is not always advisable to try improving the pearl 
as it may become worse. 

The pearl, like the diamond or any other precious stone, is a luxury, and not a necessity. Any serious defect in it 
greatly lessens its value. The great number of poor and defective fresh water pearls found and thrown on the market has 
a tendency to cheapen all fresh water pearls. 

The prices paid for pearls vary as to the value of the pearl, the experience of the buyer and the demand for different 
kinds of pearls. Don’t fall out with a buyer if he can’t pay you as much as you think you ought to get. Different buyers 
may want different kinds of pearls, and buyers’ judgments differ. Sometimes when a pearl is just found, all parties get 
excited and it is valued much higher than it should be 

It is not necessary to wrap a pearl so much; a clean piece of paper with a little cotton is all right—poor pearls and slugs 
can be put in any kind of a box and carried without injury. Don’t send your poor, trashy stuff to a buyer in order to find 
out what kind of a buyer he is—it might be money in your pocket to throw it away and send him your good pieces at once— 
or, better yet, send him all, keeping each piece separate and numbering, so you can tell them apart.

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‘Thief Who Stole Silver Bars from Gor- 


ham Mfg. Co.’s Plant at Provi- 
dence Captured and Held for 
Trial. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 24.—With the ar- 
rset last night of John W. Vincent, alias 
John W. Wilson, 24 years of age, the po- 
lice authorities of this city and the Gorham 
Mfg. Co. have solved the mystery sur- 
rounding the disappearance from the safe 
of the Gorham plant at Elmwood of bars 
of the finest silver. One of the bars, valued 
at $580, was found on Vincent when he was 
arrested. Another bar, valued at $480, has 
been found in New York. Two and per- 
haps more other bars worth over $1,000 are 
still missing. Harry Volpe, of 155 Lippitt 
St., this city, was arrested at his home this 
morning by Inspector Louis F. Godfrey, of 
police headquarters, and Inspector John F. 
Armstrong, of the seventh precinct. He 
was locked up at police headquarters and 
booked on a charge of receiving stolen prop 
erty, the bar of silver which had been lo- 
cated in New York being alleged to have 
been handled by him, 

Dofing his overcoat and donning a 
jumper and overalls, Vincent walked into 
the shop of the Gorham Mfg. Co. twice 
within a week, opened the safe where the 
stock is kept each time, and walked oyt 
again with valuable bars of silver. He re- 
peated the feat last night, the police al- 
leged, but as he was walking out of the 
building he met Inspector Armstrong, who 
had been waiting for him. 

Under his jumper Vincent carried a bar 
of the finest silver, weighing 75 pounds and 
valued at $580. He was taken to the sta- 
tion, where he is said to have admitted that 
he is not new to the business of stealing. 
The Gorham Mfg. Co. absorb the output 
in this country of the silver mines of the 
Campania Minera at Monterey, Mexico, 
and when a bar of Monterey silver reached 
the office of Handy & Harman, 22 Pine St., 
New York, recently, where it had been sent 
from this city to be refined, the heads of 
that firm immediately scented something 
wrong. They held up the metal and tele- 
graphed to the Gorham Mfg. Co. officials, 
with the result that sharp watch was set on 
the place. The officials of the Gorham 
company found it difficult to detect the 
thief, and this was explained last night, 
when it was found that he was one of their 
employes, although it is believed that he 
had a confederate in the place. 

Early this morning Vincent was taken to 
police headquarters, where he was ques- 
tioned by Chief Inspector Horton. He as- 
serted that he had sold the stole: metal to 
Harry Volpe for $260. The latter, however, 
denied this emphatically, although he admit- 
ted having sent the silver to New York. 
He asserted that he had purchased the 
metal from another person, however, and 
flatly denied having transacted any business 
with Vincent. 

The Gorham Mfg. Co. informed Chief 
Inspector Horton that after an investiga- 
tion of their silver stock safe they found 
that two other bars are missing. © They 
were stolen last night, the officials declared, 
and they are inclined to the opinion that 
one of their employes aided Vincent in tak- 
ing it out of the place. Early this morning 
Inspéctors Godfrey and Armstrong went to 
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the home of Volpe and took him into cus- 
tody. This step was taken after Vincent 
had confessed to the police that he had 
sold a bar valued at $487, which he said he 
stole from the Gorham company’s plant a 
week ago last night, to Volpe. 

After an examination Volpe was locked 
up on a charge of receiving stolen goods. 
On May 7, 1907, Volpe was arrested on a 
charge that he stole scrap gold valued at 
$1,411.60 from Harry C. Lindol, 7 Beverly 
St., this city, by whom he was then em- 
ployed. He was bound over to the grand 
jury by Judge Lee, then of the Sixth Dis- 
trict Court. When the case was called in 
the Superior Court, however, Volpe was 
allowed to. go, after paying a fine of $100, 
upon his promise to change his ways. At 
the time of his arrest he-had $700 worth of 
gold scrap in a tin can in his pocket. Yes- 
terday Volpe was arrested in Attleboro, on 
a charge of receiving stolen articles from 
the manufacturing jewelry establishment of 
the Finberg Mfg. Co., by William Landry, 
the value of which was $37. This case will 
be’ heard in the Attleboro court within a 
few days. 

Vincent is well known to the police of 
this and other cities. When still a boy he 
was arrested in the North End section of 
the city for stealing rings and was sent to 
the reform school. One year ago he was 
again in the hands of the local police on a 
charge of stealing. He has also been a 
prisoner in Philadelphia and other cities. 
Chief Inspector Horton wrote at once to 
New York concerning the missing bars, and 
some trace of them will be found. 

This morning Vincent was arraigned in 
the Sixth District Court on two charges of 
stealing silver bars. He pleaded guilty to 
both, and on one, for stealing a bar valued 
at $580, he was bound over to await the 
action of the grand jury, with bail fixed at 
$1,000, and on the second he was sentenced 
to serve 11 months in the Providence 
County Jail. 

Later in the day Harry Volpe was ar- 
raigned on a charge of receiving stolen 
property and was fined $200 and costs, 
which he paid, and was discharged from 
custody. 

This afternoon the bar of silver which 
led to the discovery of the thefts at the 
Gorham plant was received by the police 
from Handy & Harman, of New York. 





Bankruptcy of H. M. Brennecke, Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

It was reported from Nashville, Tenn., 
last week that H. M.*Brennecke, a local 
jeweler, had gone into bankruptcy. 

Mr. Brennecke has been in the jewelry 
business for somte time, though only in busi- 
ness for himself a little over a year. Be- 
fore starting on his own account, late in 
1909, he was vice-president of the B. H. 
Stief Jewelry Co., from which concern he 
retired Sept. 1 of that year. 





The new hospital which will be opened 
at Kenosha, Wis., about Jan. 1, under the 
auspices of the Kenosha Hospital Associa- 
tion, will be provided with clocks by the 
jewelers of the city. Gottfredsen & 
Nicoll, L. H. Holbrook, T. S. Lockhart, T. 
J. Dale and other prominent jewelers have 
notified the hospital directors that each 
jeweler will present a timepiece. 
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Death of Charles Pabodie. 

ProvipENcE, R. I., Dec. 23.—Charles A. 
Pabodie, veteran engraver and chaser and 
for many years the official map publisher 
of Rhode Island, died at his home, 34 
Somerset St., Wednesday evening, of ad- 
vanced age, being in his 87th year. He 
has enjoyed comparatively good health 
until recently. He was one of the oldest 
men in this city who was actively engaged 
in business. All his life he had lived and 
worked in Providence, as had his father 
and grandfather. His father, Albert 
Pabodie, was the second city clerk, and 
died in office. For many years Charles A. 
Pabodie was in company with John C. 
Thompson, but for the latter part of his 
life he was associated with his son, C. 
Walter Pabodie, the firm being known as 
Charles A. Pabodie & Son. 

Born in this city Mr. Pabodie lived for 
a time on Mathewson St., when what is 
now the business center of the city was 
a residential section. He attended the pub- 
lic. schools and also a private school, 
When he was 20 years of age he went into 
the engraving business, keeping for a time 
a shop on Westminster St. and later in 
the Arcade. After 25 years on Westmin- 
ster St. he moved farther up to Snow St., 
and remained there about 15 years. Then, 
with his son, who had been associated with 
him for some time, he moved into the Led- 
erer building on Mathewson St. 

When John C. Thompson died Mr. 
Pabodie bought out his map business and 
continued to publish the maps of the State 


_and city and nearby towns and cities. Since 


1877 he had been treasurer of the Union 
Congregational Society and a deacon of 
that church. He is survived by a widow 
and three children. 








Frank Walien Charged with Texas 
Jewelry Robbery Believed to Be 
Guilty of Other Crimes. 

St, Louis, Mo., Dec. 24.—Frank Wallen, 
who was arrested here last week and con- 
fessed that he was the leader of a gang 
who looted the jewelry store of J. S. Low- 
rimore at Dawson, Tex., April 14, 1910, 
consented to be taken back without requisi- 
tion papers, and left here Monday in charge 

of officers for Dawson. 

Although $2,000 worth of goods are said 
to have been taken from the Lowrimore 
store, the officers think the quantity of 
jewelry Wallen had in his rooms indicates 
that he has robbed other jewelry stores. 
He did not have $2,000 worth of jewelry, 
but for weeks he had been giving away all 
kinds of jewelry to the children of North 
St. Louis. This, and the fact that his con- 
federates must have received their share, 
indicates a great quantity of loot. 

St. Louis officers are still co-operating 
with those of Dawson in an attempt to fix 
other jewelry store robberies on the man. 

Wallen, as told in the last issue of THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, earned the 
soubriquet of Santa Claus by his lavish gifts 
of jewelry to children. It was his gifts 
that drew attention to him and led to his 
apprehension.

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Native Gems of North America. 


An address by C. Roe Gardiner, President of the Department of Mineralogy, before the 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences. 











(Continued from issue of Dec. 21.) 
ARNET includes a number of varie- 
ties, which vary in composition. 

Grossularite is the calcium-aluminum 
garnet. Pyrope, the magnesium-aluminum. 
Rhodolite, the magnesium-iron-aluminum, 
Almandite, the iron-aluminum. Spessartite, 
manganese-aluminum. Andradite, the cal- 
cium-iron. Uvarovite (or Ouvarovite), the 
calcium-chromium. 

The rhodolite variety, which occurs only 
in North Carolina, is the most interesting 
garnet found in this state. The color is 
similar to that of some roses, hence the 
name, from the Greek word, rhodon, a 
rose. The garnets are obtained from the 
gravels of streams rising on Mason’s Moun- 
tain, Macon county. Pyrope garnets, from 
which several gems have been cut, were 
found in the auriferous sands of Mc- 
Dowell, Alexander and Burke counties. 

Beautiful essonite garnet gems, weighing 
up to 8 carats, have been cut from ma- 
terial found in San Diego county, Cal. Sev- 
eral mines which have yielded fine speci- 
mens of this material are: The Surprige, 
Little Tree, Hercules, Lookout and Dag- 
gett mines, located in the Ramona district. 

At the Surprise and Little Tree mines, 
which adjoin, the garnets are found in 
pockets, and in material-filling veins in a 
pegmatite ledge, which varies from 3 to 10 
feet in thickness. Associated with the gar- 
nets in these pockets, which are from 1 to 
20 feet in length and from 2 to 18 inches 
in width, are beryls, tourmalines, topaz, 
orthoclase, fine quartz crystals, muscovite, 
biotite and clevelandite. 

The Hercules Mine is located on the same 
hill as the Surprise a short distance above 
and to the northeast. Here associated with 
the garnets are tourmaline, beryl and smoky 
quartz. The Lookout Mine, which has been 
productive of chiefly garnet, extends to the 
top of the hill northeast of the Hercules. 
Nearly half a mile to the northwest of the 
Surprise is the Daggett Mine. The gems 
obtained are garnet, tourmaline and beryl. 

The garnet has a very variable composi- 
tion, and some of the elements which it 
contains are: Calcium, magnesium, fer- 
rous iron, manganese, aluminum, ferric iron, 
chromium, titanium and silica. It has a 
hardness of 6.5 to 7.5, a specific gravity 
from 3.1 to 4.3, and crystallizes in the iso- 
metric system. The colors are red, brown, 
yellow, white, grass-green and black. 

Zircon crystals are obtained from the au- 
riferous sands of Caldwell, Burke, Ruther- 
ford, McDowell, Polk and Henderson coun- 
ties in North Carolina. The zircon is a 
silicate of zirconia, which crystallizes in the 
tetragonal system, with a hardness of 7.5 
and a specific gravity from 4.2 to 4.8. The 
colors are: Colorless, pale yellow, olive- 
green, brownish-yellow and reddish-brown. 

Some very fine rutile crystals have been 
obtained from Alexander county, N. -C. 
Some of these have furnished gems which 
closely resemble the black diamond in ap- 
pearance. Rutile is also abundant in this 
state as inclusions in quartz forming the 





combination the French have _ termed 
fléches d’amour, or love’s arrows. Rutile is 
an oxide of titanium, which crystallizes in 
the tretagonal system, with a hardness of 
6 to 6.5 and a specific gravity from 4.2 to 
4.25. The colors are reddish-brown to red. 

Very little gem tourmaline has been 
found in North Carolina. Some transpa- 
rent green material has been reported from 
Haywood county, .but the common black 
variety is obtained at a number of loca- 
tions. Tourmaline when found in this state 
usually occurs in pegmatite veins. 

In recent years California has proven a 
very prolific field for tourmalines, and some 
of the world’s most remarkable gem-tour- 
maline mines have been located in San 
Diego and Riverside counties. The gem dis- 
trict of California has probably a width 
of nearly 40 miles in an east and west 
direction, and extends from the San Ja- 
cinto Mountains, in Riverside county, south- 
ward through San Diego county into Lower 
California. 

Among the important mines of San Diego 
county are: The Stewart Lithia Mine, lo- 
cated about 1% miles northeast of Pala, 
on the end and along the east side of a 
spur of a mountain; the Tourmaline Queen 
Mine, about % mile northwest of the Stew- 
art, and in the*same mountain; the Pala 
Chief Mine, about | mile east of the Stew- 
art on the top of a knob on the opposite 
side of a valley; the Himalaya Mine, about 
3 miles northwest of Mesa Grande; the 
Esmeralda and Trail mines, about 1% 
miles northwest of the Himalaya, and the 
Cota Mine, about 1-3 of a mile southwest 
of the Himalaya. 


The tourmaline crystals from San Diego 
county are remarkable for size and also 
for the various colors found in a single 
crystal. Some crystals have been found 
with a green exterior and a red center. 
The Pala Chief Mine has produced crystals 
2 foot long and 3 inches in diameter, hav- 
ing an exterior shell of blue, a center of 
pink and the two separated by a pale zone. 

At Pala pink tourmaline has been found 
to occur as‘radiating crystals in lepidolite. 
This material showing the beautiful rose- 
red of the tourmaline on the lilac-colored 
lepidolite makes very fine specimens. 


The tourmalines at the Mesa Grande lo- 
cality are obtained from pegmatite forma- 
tions which penetrate the country rock. A 
large number of the crystals from here are 
doubly terminated, and are remarkable for 
their great size and perfection. Gem stones, 
weighing up to 50 carats, have been cut 
from these crystals, some showing bi-color- 
ations. 

Tourmaline is a complex silicate of boron 
and aluminum, with magnesium, iron or the 
alkali metals present. It crystallizes in the 
rhombohedral division of the hexagonal 
system, with a hardness of 7 to 7.5 and a 
specific gravity from 2.9 to 3.2. The colors 
of this mineral are: Black, brown, color- 
less, green, blue and red. Varietal names 
have been applied to the different colors, 
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as, rubellite, the red; indicolite the blue, 
and achroite, the colorless. 

A beautiful green Vesuvianite, which re- 
ceived the name Californite, has been ob- 
tained 12 miles from Happy Camp, on the 
south fork of Indian Creek, in Siskiyon 
county, and also from Fresno and Tulare 
counties, Cal. This mineral closely resem- 
bles jade, with which it was at first con- 
founded. In composition it is a silicate of 
alumina, lime and magnesia, with a hard- 
ness of 6.5 and a gravity of 3.35 to 3.45. 

Cyanite crystals have been obtained from 
Yellow Mountains, about 4 miles southeast 
of Bakersville, Mitchell county, N. C. This 
mineral varies in color from almost color- 
less through beautiful azure-blue and green. 
its softness does not permit of extensive 
usage as a gem. This mineral usually oc- 
curs in gneisses and schists. It is a silicate 
of alumina, with a hardness from 5 to 7.25, 
and a specific gravity of 3.56 to 3.67. 

A much altered form of chrysolite occurs 
in the dunite of North Carolina, but no 
get material has been obtained in this state. 
Chrysolite, also known as olivene and peri- 
dot, is a silicate of magnesia and iron, 
with a hardness of 6.5 to 7 and a specific 
gravity of 3.27 to 3.37. The colors of this 
mineral are: Olive-green, grayish-green, 
grayish-red and brown, 

In 1906 Benitoite was discovered in San 
Benito county, Cal. It occurs in veins and 
pockets in a schist. In appearance it close- 
ly resembles sapphire, for which it was at 
first mistaken. Benitoite is a silicate of 
titanium and barium. It crystallizes in the 
hexagonal system, with a hardness of 6.25 
to 6.5 and a specific gravity of 3.65. 

Within recent years a very interesting 
ocurrence of a pink to lilac-colored spodu- 
mene, which has been named Kunzite, 
in honor of Dr. G. F. Kunz, America’s 
foremost gem authority, was discovered in 
San Diego county, Cal. The crystals are 
remarkable for their size, transparency and 
flawlessness. One of the largest crystals 
weighed 31 ounces. 

This material at Pala occurs in pockets 
in a pegmatite, which has a thickness of 
perhaps 30 feet. The dike, which dips in a 
westerly direction at an angle of about 20 
degrees, appears to form the surface of 
much of the side of the hill on which it 
occurs. Otker Kunzite deposits have been 
located on what is now known as Heriart 
Mountain, and at the Fano Mine, near Coa- 
huila, in Riverside county, Cal. 

It has been observed that Kunzite be- 
comes phosphorescent when subjected to 
Roentgen rays, and with some crystals a 
two-minute exposure to these rays will af- 
fect them sufficiently to produce an auto- 
print. Kunzite is a silicate of alumina and 
lithia, with a hardness of 7 and a specific 
gravity of 3.18. 


A transparent green mineral, at first sup- 
posed to be diopside, but which was sub- 
sequently determined by Dr. J. Lawrence 
Smith as spodumene, and named Hidden- 
ite, was discovered about 1879 at Stony 
Point, Alexander county, N. C. In color 
it ranges from colorless through yellow into 
a rich yellowish-green. The finest crystal 
of hiddenite ever found measures 22-5 
inches by % inch by 1-3 inch, and one end 
is a beautiful green. This mineral has 
nearly the same composition and physical 
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properties at Kunzite. 

In North Carolina, at the Cullakeen Mine, 
and near Elf or Shooting Creek, Clay 
county, there occurs a grass-green variety 
of hornblende, Smaragdite, through which 
there is scattered particles of pink corun- 
dum, This material which takes a fine 
polish, has been sold for a gem stone under 
the name of ruby matrix. 

Diopside, which is a variety of pyroxene, 
is sometimes cut as a gem. In color it 
ranges from light through dark green. It 
has a hardness of 6 and a specific gravity 
of 2.72. Fine dark-green crystals have 
been obtained near Mud Springs, El Do- 
rado county, Cal. 

No true jade or jadeite occurs in this 
country. Nephrite, or jade, which is a lime- 
magnesia amphibole, with a hardness of 6 
to 6.5 and a specific gravity of 2.95 to.3.1, 
is obtained largely from New Zealand. 
Jadeite, a sado-alumina- pyroxene, with a 
hardness of 6.5 to 7 and a density of 3.3 
to 3.35, is found in the Majitkyina district 
in Upper Burma, India, and then taken into 
China, where it is carved and worked into 
various ornaments. Much of the so-called 
Chinese jade is obtained from the above 
source. 

Microcline, also known as Amazonite, is 
a potash feldspar. The color of this min- 
eral varies through cream-yellow to light 
green and also red. The green variety is 
cut en cabochon, and is used quite exten- 
sively in jewelry. It is obtained at the Ray 
Mine, Yancey county, N. C., and from 
Pike’s Peak, Colo. 

Albite, the soda-feldspar, of which moon- 
stone is a variety, has been obtained in 
minute’ crystals from Inyo county, Cal. 
Some remarkable transparent pieces of 
oligoclase, a soda-lime feldspar, were found 
at the Hawk Mice Mine, near Bakersville, 
Mitchell county, N. C. One piece measured 
1 by 2 by 3 inches, 

Labradorite, a lime-soda feldspar, in fine 
specimens shows a beautiful blue chatoy- 
ancy. This mineral has been obtained from 
Mecklenburg and Mitchell counties, N. C., 
and Maripose and San Bernardino coun- 
ties, Cal., but very little of the material 
found at the above localities is of gem 
quality. 

Azurite and malachite, which are car- 
bonates of copper, have been used for both 
jewelry and ornamental work, but they are 
too soft to admit of hard usage. Azurite 
varies in color from azure to Berlin-blue, 
and malachite is a bright green, with a 
hardness of 3.5 to 4. They occur at a 
majority of the copper mines in the State 
of California.

Club and Hold Banquet. 

Burrato, N. Y., Dec. 24.—To bring about 
friendly relations and to “boost” Buffalo 
as the center of. industrial and commercial 
interests for the jewelry trade is the pur- 
pose of a new organization. The Fourteen 
Karat Club, which held its first banquet 
this week. This is the only organization 
of its kind in Buffalo and it promises to 
do its share towards the advertising of 
Buffalo as the big manufacturing ring cen- 
ter of the country. The club membership 
is composed of salesmen traveling out of 
Buffalo representing the various jewelry 
lines and the board of officers and com- 
mittees represent many of the representa- 
tive manufacturing jewelry firms of the 
city. 

This first banquet was held at the 
Lafayette Hotel and Mayor Fuhrmann’s 
secretary, John Sayles, was the principal 
speaker.

Death of Joseph A. Schoenthaler. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 24.—Joseph A. Schoen- 
thaler, who conducted a wholesale, retail and 
mail order business in this city, and who 
was well known throughout the jewelry 
trade and in mercantile circles generally, 
died, Friday night, of pneumonia, after a 
brief illness. 

Deceased, who was about 43 years old, 
had many friends among the jewelers of 
Chicago, who deeply regretted to hear of 
his untimely demise. He had been con- 
nected with the industry from the time he 
was very young, and for 16 years was em- 
ployed by C. H. Knights & Co. (now the

ness. 

Mr. Schoenthaler conducted the retail 
business under his own name, but his job- 
bing and catalogue business was done large- 
ly through the house of the J. W. Rute- 
shauser Co., which concern he acquired 
about 12 years ago. 








Stephen D. Engel, a prominent jeweler 
in Hazleton, Pa., last. week celebrated his 
71st birthday. Mr. Engel is very promi- 
nent in that section of Pennsylvania and is 
an inventor of note, having invented vari- 
ous articles for watch movements, astro- 
nomical apparatus and an engraving ma- 


chine. 
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Post Officer Inspectors Arrests Another 
Man Charged with an Old Swind- 
ling Game. 

A young man who told the police that 
his name was John Riedel, alias “James P. 
Coleman,” was arrested, Saturday night, 
near one of the entrances to the general 
post office. Post Office Inspector Thomas 
Reddy, the complainant, charged the man 
with carrying on a swindling game through 

the aid of the mails. 

According to the inspector, the man had 
been working the time-worn trick of ad- 
dressing letters to persons just after their 
death, if which he referred to certain pay- 
ments due on diamond rings sold on the 
instalment plan, Relatives of the dead 
man or woman would open the letters, and 
in many cases forward the payments de- 
manded, supposing they would receive a 
diamond ring at small cost, as the alleged 
fraudulent user of the mails would in- 
form them that all but one or two pay- 
ments had been made on the ring. 

lt was explained that the names of the 
dead were taken from the newspapers, and 
the inspector explained that a letter sent 
to Thomas McDermott, 72 School St., Bos- 
ton, was forwarded to the New York 
post office and this led to the man’s ar- 
rest. It read: 

“Dear Sir: Not having received your 
regular monthly instalment or heard from 
you in the last five weeks, 1 beg to state 
that the lady’s diamond ring you ordered 
through my mail order department and on 
which you have already paid $40, will be 
disposed of for $20 if instalments are not 
paid by the 22d inst., at which time the 
offer expires. I am at a loss to see why 
you are so far in arrears when you have 
but two instalments of $10 each to pay. 
Upon receipt of the amount, $20, the ring 
will be immediately forwarded to you, all 
charges prepaid.” 

This letter, it was said, was signed James 
P. Coleman, and bore the address 252-254 
Pearl St. On the top of the sheet was 
printed “Dealer in Diamonds and Jewelry.” 
Investigators found a mail box marked 
with the name James P. Coleman in the 
Pearl St. building entrance. The registered 
letter window in the Post Office was 
watched, and a man who said he was act- 
ing for the alleged swindler was seized. He 
told the detectives that he was acting for 
a man who was waiting outside the build- 
ing. This man was soon found. 

The prisoner was taken before Commis- 
sioner Shields, and later to police head- 
quarters, where he said he lived in Brook- 
lyn with his mother. 

The prisoner confessed that he had been 
using the mails unlawfully, according to the 
authorities, and told a story of having been 
in need of money, and seeing a story in a 
newspaper of a similar scheme thought he 
could work it successfully. 

Another man, who claimed to be Henry 
H. Keane, is wanted by the postoffice au- 
thorities for the same offense. The story 
of his operations was published in Tue 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY Novy. 16.

Death of Jeremiah Lott. 

Jeremiah Lott, of the firm of Lott & 
Schmidt, silversmiths, 116 Walker St., died 
at his home, 245 81st St., Bay Ridge, Sun- 
day at 1 a. M., from the effects of a bul- 
iet wound which he accidentally received 
Dec. 21. 

Mr. Lott was cleaning a revolver in his 
home when it was accidentally discharged, 
the bullet entering his abdomen. He was 
removed to the Norwegian Hospital, in 
Brooklyn, and everything possible was 
done for him, but he was unable to rally 
from the effects of an operation. 

Deceased was born in New Utrich, N. 
Y., and was the son of Aaron Lott. He 
was 57 years of age, and married Rebecca 
Van Brunt.

Hebron Baker wifi 
succeed him as foreman of W. H. Bell &

Receiver Charles G. Bancroft is of the 
opinion that the remaining five per cent.

A mass meeting was held Thursday 
night under the auspices of the Board of 
Trade to consider a proposition made to 
the town by the Boston & Providence In- 
terurban Railroad relative to a central lo- 
cation in North Attleboro. Charles T. 
Paye, chairman of the transportation com- 
mittee, presented the report of that com- 
mittee. He said that after months’ of 
hard work the committee had secured the 
consent of the promoters to lmild the roa‘ 
where North Attleboro desired, providing 
the town paid the land damages. Mr. Paye 
said that the town might continue to fight 
and might persuade the railroad commis- 
sioners to place the route centrally, but 
if the town paid $20,000 it was sure to get 
what it wanted. Theron I. Smith believed 
it was a time for the people to show their 
patriotism. He was willing to contribute 
$1,000 toward the land bills. Announce- 
ment was made that George K. Webster 
would also give $1,000. Charles O. Ma- 
son, of the Mason Box Co., said his con- 
cern believed the proposition was worth 
$500 to them. It was then voted to raise 
the funds. A committee was appointed to 
solicit the jewelers: Orin W. Clifford, 
Theron I. Smith, William H. Bell, Frank 
A. Brown and Carl A. Hempel in this con- 
nection. The money had to be pledged by 
yesterday, although it need not be paid un- 
til the road is built.

The 
account filed shows that Mr. McGeagh had 
cash on hand, $38.75; money in Bank of 
Secured Savings, $267; money in Ger- 
mania Savings Bank, $556; money in Dol- 
lar Savings Bank, $734; money in People’s 
Savings Bank, $2,200; accrued interest, 
$47: jewelry stock, $100.95; other stock 
such as watches, clocks, etc., appraised at 
a little more than $150, or a total of 
$5,101.84 for the value of his estate. The 
final account showed that $5,343.08 re- 
mained for distribution before, however, 
bills were paid out of this amount. The 
deceased has an 1l-year-old daughter who 
has been making her home for a number 
of years with Mr. McGeagh’s sister in 
Minnesota. A claim of $2.50 a week for 
the daughter’s board was presented. The 
Guarantee Title & Trust Co. was appointed 
guardian of the child. The court allowed 
the executor to pay for the erection of a 
suitable tombstone to mark the grave of 
the deceased.

HE meanest 
form of com- 
petition with which 
merchants in every 
line have to contend is dishonest bank- 
ruptcy. It is not only a swindle directly 
upon the creditors, but it is a twofold loss 
upon the honest merchant who is forced to 
compete with the swindler; first, the loss 
to the manufacturer and jobber must indi- 
rectly be made up by an increase in profit 
paid by the dealers who meet their obliga- 
tions, and second and more important, the 
dishonest bankrupt is either in a position 
to himself sell goods at prices that are 
ruinous to competitors, or when he fails, 
his stock is sacrificed by the trustee or re- 
ceiver in bankruptcy in a way to disturb 
general business to a large extent. Dis- 
honest bankruptcy is especially bad in the 
retail jewelry trade, where larger capital 
is required in proportion, and stocks turned

over less frequently than in any —e line 
of business. 

It should be the aim of all manufacturers 
and wholesalers in treating the case of a 
dishonest bankrupt to not only consider 
this as affecting themselves directly, but 
also as affecting all their customers within 
the territory in which the failure occurred. 
The latter have rights which should be 
carefully considered, but which unfortun- 
ately heretofore have played little part in 
the adjustment or prosecution of such fail- 
ures. On the other hand, the honest retail 
merchants should co-operate in every pos- 
sible way with the manufacturers and 
wholesalers in helping them to prevent dis- 
honesty in business. 

This is a subject on which the official or- 
ganizations of the retailers, the jobbers and 
the manufacturers might well get together 
in an endeavor to effect some plan by which 
they may mutually co-operate in prevent- 
ing fraudulent failures, to the advantage 
of all lines of this industry.

retailers, jobbers and 
manufacturers are in a position to figure 
out their condition in starting the new 
year, it will probably be found that the 
year 1910, while not one of the best years 
in the jewelry business,is by no means to 
be classed as one of the poor ones. Though 
some merchants may be disappointed at 
the total, others will find that they have 
made substantial progress, and in many sec- 
tions of the country the balance on the 
right side of the ledger will be found most 
gratifying. Taken as a whole, business 
during the year has been spasmodic, and 
it is hard to say at this time exactly what 
the trend was or what particular lines 
proved most profitable to the retailer. The 
falling off in the sale of very high priced 
pieces in some of the bigger centers was 
partly compensated for by an increase in 
the demand for medium-grade goods in 
others and a very large demand for novel- 
ties and artistic pieces of a low price. 

In many cities and towns some jewelers 
have made a fair success handling the same 
lines which their brother merchants have 
sold with little profit. In fact, this year, 
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even more than those that have gone be- 
fore it, has proved that business conditions 
are not as big a factor in the success of the 
retail jeweler as his ability as a merchant. 

‘he progressive, intelligent and careful 
members of the trade have often success- 
fully met adverse conditions with better 
response from their customers than has 
been felt by less progressive retailers work- 
ing under circumstances much more favor- 
able. 

It is safe to say that the time has come 
when the retail jeweler must be more than 
a watchmaker and seller of goods sug- 
gested to him by a traveling salesman. He 
must know how to sell, and especially how 
to buy as well as merchants in any other 
lines, and in addition he must know suf- 
ficient about his business and about the 
lines that he carries to impress upon his 
customers the fact that he is a specialist in 
all that pertains to the jewelry trade. Then 
he must use his knowledge as to his mer- 
chandise in not only creating a desire in 
the minds of his customers for articles 
about which they know little, but must 
also invest the merchandise itself with an 
additional value to the purchaser by the 
knowledge about it which he can import. 
This must be done not only by word of 
mouth but in his advertising and the litera- 
ture which he distributes. 

It may be true, as the old fable says, 
that “the race is not always to the swift,” 
but it is equally true in the jewelry trade 
at the present time that the race for busi- 
ness success can no longer be won by the 
slow and unprogressive dealer.

EW have any conceptiou of the im-

not originate with the .clock, which was 
the outgrowth of the need and not its cause. 
We may be very sure that men needed to

sundial was the natural means and, in fact, 
is one of the oldest of human inventions. 
It assumed many forms exhibiting extraor- 
dinary ingenuity—more than would be 
believed possible when the simple nature of 
the instrument is considered. 

To an American the word sundial con- 
veys the idea of an ornamental affair 
mounted on a post in the middle of some 
gentlemaa’s lawn and with a curious rather 
than a utilitarian interest. The idea of a 
large instrument placed at an levation on a 
church tower or the side of a public build- 
ing and intended to serve the purpose of 
a town clock, or of a small instrument to 
be carried in the pocket to serve the pur- 
pose of a watch, comes as a surprise, and 
yet there was a time when such instru- 
ments were the chief means by which the 
time of day was told. 

In Europe the erection of sundials by 
the side of the public roads began at an 
early date, and by the 16th century they 
had become quite common. Many such 
public dials may be seen in England, though 
not all of them are old, as in recent years 
there has been a revival of the art, which 
was in its palmy days during the first half 
of the 18th century. At this time it gave 
rise to a considerable literature in the form 
of technical treatises, many of which are 
still extant. 


Old Ways of Dividing the Day. 


Our present method of dividing the day 
into 24 hours originated with the Egyptians, 
from whom it came to us through its adop- 
tion by the Greeks and Romans. It is but 
one of several that have been and are still 
in use, some of which appear on the dials 
to be shown. Of systems not so shown 
there is the octimal,'in which the entire 
day—that is, a day and a night—was di- 
vided by successive halvings with 16 and 
32 parts. This is even now used in Iceland, 
while the oldest sundial in England, which 
dates from the year 670, is divided in this 
manner. The entire day has also been 
divided into 10 and 12 instead of 24 parts, 
the former system being still used in India 
and the latter in China. 

Moreover, the practice of starting the 
numbering of the hours from noonday is 
not even to-day universal. The starting 





point has also been located at sunrise and 
at sunset—the latter system now prevailing 
in Mohammedan countries, where sunset is 
12 o'clock. On the walls of Jerusalem there 
is a modern tower clock, one dial of which 
shows the time by the Christian and an- 
other by the Mohammedan system, though 
whether the constantly varying adjustment 
between the two is made automatically or 
by hand I do not know. 
An Egyptian Hindu Sundial. 

It will thus be seen that the story of the 
sundial carries us into the far distant past; 
and of examples of old surdials, the first

Museum. It was found in 1852, near Alex- 
andria, at the base of “Cleopatra’s needle.” 
It dates from the Ptolemaic period, say, 
from the first to the third century B. C. 
It is 16% inches high, 17 inches wide and 
11 inches deep. The shadow-casting mem- 
ber or gnomon is missing. 

The form of the acting surface of this 
dial, unlike those of more recent times, is 
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spherical, this being the original form of 
these instruments. While apparently more 
complex it is in reality far simpler than the 
flat dial. The surface of the sphere is the

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reverse, representative of the sphere of the 
heavens, and with a gnomon located at the 
center of the sphere, the half-hour lines 
become nothing but meridian circles located 
15 degrees apart. 

3etween this and the flat dial a large 
srowth in astronomical and mathematical 
knowledge is represented, and between them 
lies an intermediate form, the cylindrical, 
shown in Fig. 2, which is from a photo- 
graph of a small-scale model at South Ken- 
sington Museum of an immense dial erected 
in India by Maharajah Sawai Jey Singh, 
an Indian prince, who died about 1742. The 
dial, with a dozen or more astronomical in- 
struments on a similar gigantic scale, all 
of solid masonry, still exists at the observa- 
tory of Jeypore. Scaling the model, I con- 
clude that the gnomon of the original has 
a length of about 44 feet, while the cylin- 
drical surface on which the shadow is cast 
has a diameter of 22-feet. The laying out 
of the hour lines of this instrument 
is as simple as in the case of the spherical 
dial, but, unlike that and like the modern 
instrument, the gnomon is required to be 
located in a direction parallel with the axis 
of the earth. Small dials of this form are 
still occasionally made and may be found 
in the instrument shops of London. They 
have the advantage over the flat dial, that 
by a simple adjustment they may be adé@pted 
to any latitude. 

The Greek Sundial 

Going back to the ancient dials, Fig.°3 
represents another in the British Museum. 
which was brought from Athens by Lord 
Elgin. It measures 39 inches long by 20 
inches high. An inscription upon it in 
Greek states that it was made by Phaidros, 
an architect who lived in the: second or 
third century A. D. The dial will be seen 
to be of the flat form and thus represents 
a marked increase in the knowledge of 
astronomy and mathematics. 

It has several faces, each carrying a par- 
tial dial, a feature which in later times, 
and especially in Scotland, was carried to 
a much greater development. In the pres- 
ent case the two central faces make a com- 
plete dial. The line of intersection of 
these faces marks the noon hour, the 
shadow falling on one face during the 
morning, and on the other during the 
afternoon. Similarly the two outside faces 
form together a complete dial. The curves 
which cross the radiating hour line were 
intended, apparently, to mark the equi- 
noxes, and the Summer and Winter 
solstices, when the days are equal in length 
to the nights and are of their greatest 
and least length respectively—these events 
being shown presumably by a bead or cross 
properly placed on the gnomon, which has 
disappeared. The curving of these lines so 
that the shadow will follow them through- 
out the day indicates some knowledge of 
applied mathematics, as well as of as- 
tronomy. In connection with this dial, it 
may be said that there stands in Athens 
a dial dating from classic days which, with 
a restored gnomon, still serves its original 
purpose. 

One of the most interesting sundials in 
England is located at Hampton Court, 
where it has been standing since 1690. Ex- 
posure to the elements has so obscured its 
markings that attempts to reproduce it by 
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both photographs and rubbings have proved 
failures. Its peculiarity lies in the fact 
that it gives mean or clock and not sun 
time, and while this has been done in 
other cases, I have not been able to find 
the same method used elsewhere. 

The hour lines or rays and their sub- 
divisions, instead of being straight, as us- 
ual, are curved and, crossing them at sub- 
stantially right angles, are a series of date 
lines which divide each month into 10 
parts of three days each. The rays being 
curved, the shadow of the gnomon crosses 
instead of coinciding with them, and each 
date line shows where the crossing of the 
shadow must be read for its date. 

Another feature of this dial is that, 
whereas most others divide the hour into 
15-minute intervals only, this one divides 
them into 5-minute intervals. The great 
size of the dial shown in Fig. 2 permits 
this feature to be incorporated in it also. 
While we have no real knowledge of it, 
it is easy to conjecture that this Hampton 
Court dial was the outgrowth of the in- 
fluence of a remarkable astronomical clock, 
which had been standing there for 150 
years, when the dial was erected,* and we 
can readily understand the desire of the 
dialmaker that his instrument should give 
the same indications as the clock. 

Two Precision Sundials 


There are many other examples of the 
influence of the clock over the sundial, 
growing out of the fact that the clock had 
accustomed men to more minute divisions 
of time than those which the dials com- 
monly gave. Thus Fig. 4 shows what we 
may call a precision dial, which was made 
in Austria about 1800 and is now in the 
remarkable collection at South Kensing- 
ton Museum. The gnomon is of string 
Its shadow does not fall directly upon the 
dial but upon a radial line (not visible in 
the halftone) engraved upon the rear end 
of the swinging arm which is pivoted at 
the base of the gnomon. This arm was 
adjusted until the shadow exactly coin- 
cided with the engraved line— an adjust- 
ment which could easily be made with con- 
siderable accuracy—and the time was read 
from the pointers at the large end of the 
arm, the inner pointer showing the hour 
and the outer pointer the minute—the outer 
circle being graduated to contain (0 dli- 
visions for each hour. The instrument is 
fitted with a compass, a plumb bob and 
leveling screws to aid in its adjustment. 

Another and even more interesting pre- 
cision dial is shown in Fig. 5 which, also, 
is from South Kensington museum. This 
instrument is of the equatorial type, which 
means that the plane of the dial, instead 
of lying horizontally, as usual, is adjusted 
parallel with the plane of the equator; in 
other words, with the axis of the dial 
pointing toward the Pole Star. To facili- 
tate the adjustment, leveling screws are 
provided, together with a compass sunk in 
the recess of the face plate, and there is 
also an obvious means of adjusting the 
angle of the dial to the face plate. The 
gnomon is again in the form of a string 


*The dial of this clock in still in use, al- 
though the original works have been superseded 
twice. The dial shows the hour, the month, 
the day of the month, the day of the year, the 
position of the sun in the ecliptic, the phase of 
the moon and its age.

located at the extreme upper right-hand 
portion of the instrument, while the upper 


‘surface of the oblong plate below the 


string carries an engraved mark parallel 
with the string. 

In use the swinging arm was adjusted 
around the dial until the shadow of the 
string fell upon this engraved line, when 
the hour reading was taken direct from 
the pointer which traverses the large dial 
and which, in the illustration, points to 
the hour of one. The outer circumfer- 
ence of the dial carries a series of teeth, 
with which there meshes a pinion on the 
back side of the upper small dial, the 
staff of this pinion carrying an index hand, 
now broken off at about the middle of its 
original length, and which indicated the 
minutes engraved on the dial below it, this 
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dial, as will be plainly seen, being divided 
into 60 divisions, and the ratio between 
the pinion and gear being such as to give 
a complete revolution to the index for 
every hour of the main dial. This fea- 
ture is possible in the equatorial dial be- 
cause in it, unlike the usual form, the hour 
lines are equally spaced. 

This, like the preceding illustration, will 
indicate, in a small measure, the high degre 
of ingenuity shown in these old dials— 
a feature which could not, however, be 
adequately treated without expanding this: 
article to an unreasonable length.

Origin and Evolution of the Chronometer 
Escapement. 


(Translated for THe JeEweters’ CrrcULAR-WEEKLY 
from the Almanac de l’'Horlogerie et de 
La Bijouterie.) 
(Continued from issue of Dec. 14.) 
HE escapement shown in Fig. 23 was 
created about 1850 by a skillful watch- 
maker of that period, M. Gontard. The detent 
D pivots in o. The spiral spring, which we 
see encircling this arbor, does not serve, as 
we might at first believe, to return this 
detent to rest. The spring connects the 
detent to the lever dd and serves to return 
the latter, which pivots independently on 
the same axis against the stopping pin S. 
This lever d is removed from the pin by 
the unlocking finger b when this part,

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staff, turns toward the right. It resumes, 
under the action of the spiral spring, its 
position at rest, immediately the finger b 
has passed. 

In the oscillation in a contrary direction, 
indicated by an arrow, the finger b again 
acts on the lever d, but in the opposite 
direction; the pin s opposes itself to a 
separate movement of this lever, and the 
entire detent is displaced. 

The locking pallet e allows the tooth 1 
to escape, and the impulse is effected by 
the tooth 2, on the lever a, mounted on the 
balance staff. 

The wheel traverses the space corre- 
sponding to that which exists between two 
points of the teeth, and toward the end of 
the course the tooth 4 encounters, in its 
way, the pallet u whick had penetrated 
within the circumference of the wheel. 
Tooth 4 pushes away this pallet, and this 
has the effect of returning the detent to 
its place of rest against its stopping stud c. 
In this position the locking pallet e is 
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ready to stop the tooth. following 3, until 
the moment of the new unlocking. 

M. Gontard has used the mechanism for 
traveling clocks and obtained good results. 

There is no spring in the following 
mechanism, Fig. 24, neither for returning 
the detent to rest nor for operating the 
unlocking. The parts are: The wheel R, 
the detent D, which pivots in 0, and on the 
balance staff, the unlocking pin b and the 
impulse lever a. 

The stopping of the wheel is effected ai ¢ 
against a ruby, set in the. extremity of the 
detent; at s a small projection is left, 
which serves to assure the security of the 
detent; another projection is shown at u, 
against which the teeth of the wheel abut, 
to return the detent to its place after the 
impulse. At d we have the unlocking arm, 
working with the pin b. 

The operation of this mechanism is ex- 
ceedingly simple. The pin b, moved by 
the balance in the direction of the arrow, 
pushes the arm d and thus affects the re- 
lease of tooth 1, which is at rest against 
the stop e. It causes a slight recoil, on 
account of the projection s, which insures 
the locking. 

The wheel being freed, the tooth 2 
reaches the lever a and operates the im- 
pulse. The tooth 1 meets on its passage 
the projection “u and pushes back the de- 
tent, which returns to its place, ready to 
arrest tooth 3 at e. 

In the neutral oscillation the pin b re- 
pels the arm d toward the left, and the ex- 
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tremity e of the detent approaches the 
center of the wheel, which is locked. If 
the pin has passed, the detent resumes its 
position, held in place by the tooth which 
bears between e and s. 

We might still describe numerous inven- 
tions relative to the detent or chronometer 
escapement; but will conclude, for the pres- 





ent, with a description of the mechanism 
shown in Fig. 25 and which has been pat- 
ented by the Belgian horologists. Its prin- 
ciple is that of the detent escapement, but 
the impulses of the escape wheel FR are 
not imparted directly to the balance, of 
which the pivotal axis is at 4; they operate 
on a special intermediary disc B, which the 
inventor designates the ‘‘substitute mover.” 





The force that acts on the balance is 
that imparted to the disc B by the spiral 
spring s, mounted on its axis, and the ex- 
tremity of which is attached to the plate 
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on the cock. The escape wheel has for its 
duty the retightening of this spring after 
each impulse. This mechanism is conse- 
quently a constant force (remontoir) es- 
capement, the spring s being constantly re- 
wound to the same extent. 

The impulse disc B is equipped with 
three beaks or teeth, 1, 2, 3; the tooth 1 
serves as a stop against the pallet e of the 
detent D; the tooth 2 imparts the im- 
pulse to the balance, by acting on the lever 
a, and the tooth 3 works with the pins 
carried by the escape wheel R, which are 
eight in number. The locking of the wheel 
is effected against the lever c of a small 
anchor £, provided in addition, with an 
unlocking arm d, which abuts against the 
stud u under the influence of a spiral 
spring. A pin 4 carried by the impulse 
disc B acts on the arm d to release the 
wheel. 

“Our illustration shows the escape wheel 
at rest as well as the impulse disc. The 
latter is about to be released by the action 
ef the finger b on the small discharging 
spring r, working at the extremity of the 
detent in the usual manner. 

The detent having passed, the tooth 1 
escapes from the stop e. Under the action 
of the spring s, which is tense, the disc D 
turns in the direction indicated by the ar- 
row, and its tooth 2 reaches the lever a, 
which thus receives the impulse. 

At the end of this impulse the pin 4 
reaches the arm d and it escapes from the 
stop u. The tooth or pin of the escape 
wheel, which is stopped against the palici c 
of the anchor E escapes, and the wheel 
turns; another of its pins m encounters the 
beak 3 of the impulse disc, which has just 
taken its place and which is shown in 
dotted outline. By the action of the pin 
the beak 3 is returned to the place it occu- 
pied before the impulse, and this action 
results in the rewinding of the spiral spring 
s and to hook the beak 1 against the stop e 
of the detent. 

In the course of the rotation of the 
escape wheel the pin o, before falling to 
rest against the lever c of the anchor E£, 
encounters the lever i, made like an in- 
clined plane, and forces it back, this help- 
ing the spiral spring of the anchor to re- 
turn the piece to its rest against w. 

We thus have here, at the same time, the 
principle of the chronometer escapement 
with that of the escapement of uniform 
force.

The man who store in a town 
where his competitors greet him in so 
friendly a spirit as that, can scarcely turn 
around and knife them if he has any de- 
cency about him at all. And then there 
are often times when one wants to borrow 
stock from the other fellow. If he has 
been treated fairly he will be willing to 
help you out. If he has not, he will refuse 
and you cannot blame him. 

The borrowing proposition is a poor one 
at the best, and the dealer who can get 
along without having to ask favors of his 
a position where he 
can refuse requests from the man who 
has the borrowing habit, and is likely to 
nuisance. I have had competi-

to get discouraged, who would come back 
day after day in spite of a consistent and 
persistent refusal of every request. 

It is all very well to accommodate a com- 
petitor once in a while. There are times 
when it is a fair request that you loan a bit 
cf stock or sell it to the man across the 
street. But when the other fellow gets to a 
point where he seems to be depending upon 
you to carry a stock for him, it is time to 
cut him off. If a competitor will not be 
reasonable in his requests, refuse them all, 
and then refrain from asking any favors 
from him under any circumstances. 

The best plan in any case is to have an 
understanding with competitors that when 
any of you want to get stock from the 
other man in the same line you are to pay 
him a price that will give him half of his 
regular profit, and pay it in cash, with the 
understanding that in the case of price- 
rotected goods the full price must be paid 


p 
in cash. 

There are plenty of days when you have 
time to spare, time to get out and see what 
kind of fellows the other men in business 


in your town are. Take advantage of such

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opportunities. If you don’t like to go and 
spend half an hour in some other man’s 
store, call him up on the telephone and 
tell him that you have a good cigar waiting 
for him, and that you’d be glad if he would 
drop in and talk over local business con- 
ditions a little just for the fun of it. 

Make it a point to have occasional little 
parties along this line on dull days. Call 
up three or four men whom you think are 
not busy, and ask them in for a little 
while. Teil them that you have something 
you would like their opinion about—and 
then have some scheme for the benefit of 
the town that you can bring up just as an 
excuse. It is often possible to start a 
profitable co-operative movement in some 
informal way as this. 

Co-operation among merchants is going 
to be the keynote to the big retailing suc- 
cesses of the future. Instead of a few 
merchant princes we are going to have 
closely knit associations of smaller dealers, 
who will buy together and work together 
for mutual advantage. Such organizations 
are already making good in some lines, and 
are proving themselves to be serious fac- 
tors, with the ability to secure special terms 
from manufacturers and to uphold prices 
in the face of cut-rate tendencies on *the 
part of the department stores. 

You remember the old fable of the man, 
the sons and the bundle of fagots? Each 
son was handed a single fagot which he 
broke readily. Then the father tied the 
remaining sticks together into one large 
bundle and told the sons to break it. Of 
course they could make no impression upon 
the collected bunch. And this illustrates 
exactly the strength of co-operation. Any 
single small dealer alone is no match for 
the strength of the Big Store competition, 
but let a dozen or fifty or three merchants 
combine their strength and set out to hold 
the trade that is justly theirs from being 
taken from them by the bigger dealer, and 
the latter will find that he has “struck a 
snag.” 

Let me teli you what the merchants in 
the writer’s home village did at one time 
to prove the value of co-operation. Busi- 
ness of all retail.sorts was going away to 
the larger nearby places. Not that people 
could buy to much bettér advantage in 
those places, but you know how it is. The 
larger town always draws from the smaller. 
Bigger assortments, better stocks, more 
stores, do the trick. Also much business 
was going to the large catalogue houses. 

A time came when a few of the local 
merchants woke up and decided that co- 
operation would do much to bring to their 
village a good deal of the trade then going 
elsewhere from right under their noses. 

An organization was formed called the 
“Prosperity League.” It was planned by 
two or three men, and was to consist of all 
the retail merchants, business and profes- 
sional men in the place. A self-organized 
committee of six, calling: themselves the 
executive committee, went to the business 
people and asked them for $8 each for the 
year’s work. This comprised an initiation 
fee and a dollar per quarter for dues, 

The committee stated at the outset that 


they expected to be allowed to use this 
money just as they saw fit with no restric- 
tions whatever. It was to be turned over 
to them without limitations, and though 
they would probably call upon the mer- 
chants for advice and for suggestions, they 
would in reality be a law to themselves 
and responsible to on one for the use made 
of the money. 

This left the executive free to be and to 
do the whole thing in their own way, and 
inasmuch as the work in such an organi- 
zation has to be done by a very few any- 
way, this placed no restrictions upon what 
they should do. 

It might seem that it would be difficult 
to get the merchants in a town to give up 
their money for such a purpose with no 
string attached to it, but the committee 
was made up of men in whom the rest had 
every confidence, and they enlisted the 
sympathies of practically every business 
man in town, securing some 60 signatures 
to the agreement to pay, making nearly 
$500 in money available. 

One of the first things the committee did 
was to plan for a “Bargain Week.” This 
was to be an effort to interest all the people 
within trading distance of the village in 
the stores there, and to show this fickle 
public that they could buy as well at 
home as elsewhere, and also to show them 
incidentally that they might a great deal 
better do their buying at home, and keep 
their money in circulation where it would 
perhaps get back to them again. 

This Bargain Week sale was not to give 
the public a chance to get a lot of goods 
for cost or less, but to get them started 
trading where they realized they ought to 
be trading. It seemed with reason that if 
the committee could get these people into 
the merchants’ stores during that week, 
the merchants themselves by means of the 
available advantages ought to be able to 
please these people well enough to make 
them want to come again. This was to be 
a sort of opening wedge, and was to be 
followed by all the live and larger mer- 
chants with plenty of advertising sent to 
these people who had been interested by 
the Bargain Week with a view to getting 
them to come back again. 

Every merchant whether a member of 
the Prosperity League or not was asked 
to place on;sale for a certain week some 
obvious bargain. It was expected that each 
would sel] some one line or article of 
general use at a price at or perhaps below 
cost, with a view to making it a leader. It 
was understood that other dealers selling the 
same goods were not to consider this tem- 
porary cut as permanent in any sense, or 
done for personal benefit. 

The whole scheme was with the idea of 
bringing as many people as possible to town 
who had not been in the habit of trading 
there, and getting them started to coming 
there for shopping. All special offers had 
to go through the hands of the executive 
committee in order that there might be no 
duplicating of the same offers. The com- 
mittee acted as a clearing house for the 
different bargain propositions.

Your advertisement must be, better in 
all its details than that of your com- 
petitor, and when we say better we have 
reference to choice language, clear thoughts 
and .truthfulness. Big words, hard to 
pronounce, are faults to be avoided. Ex- 
aggerated and bombastic language that ap- 
peals only to the lowest emotions should 
never find a place in a production designed 
to solicit trade. Choice quotations appro- 
priate to your theme may often be used to 
great advantage. They attract attention 
and will be read. 

The language used should be plain and 
simple; big words often mar or destroy the 
effect. Words are not ideas, but signs of 
ideas. Readers glance over words to

gather the images they represent. Should 
the words describe in detail a garment, a 
mere glance over the words should give 
the reader an image of the garment de- 
scribed. The words should be fittingly 
used to produce a symmetrical and well- 
rounded whole. 

A clear harmonious picture of the thing 
advertised is wanted, not a_ disjointed, 
blurred picture. Simple words yield their 
contained ideas without effort, and hence 
do not weary nor disgust the reader. 
Words should not be used out of their 
accepted usage, for then the reader is left 
to guess what was intended, and guessing 
at the meaning of an advertisement is 
fatal to it. 

The language of an advertisement is in- 
tended to convey to the reader the adver- 
tisers’ thoughts that have reference to the 
kind of matter presented. The words 
used are stepping stones to a realization 
of the thoughts expressed, or the signs of 
the ideas that are combined to form the 
general notion comprehended in_ the 
thought. If we regard words as the wings 
that convey the ideas home to the recipient 
minds of the reader, the importance of 
selecting the right words becomes appa- 
rent. The attempt to dignify little and 
commonplace thoughts by the use of big 
words products a grotesqueness as abom- 
inable as it is contemptible.

The First English Advertisement. 


(Correspondence of W. C. Van Antwerp in the 
New York Sun.) 


.* may interest your readers to know 

that the first advertisement printed in 
the English language was issued by Will- 
iam Caxton, England’s first printer and 
publisher, in or about the year 1477. It 
consisted of a little sheet designed to at- 
tract attention to a Sarum Ordinale, print- 
ed by Caxton, giving rules for those ofh- 
ciating in services and for the adaptation 
of the calendar to the services of each 
week in accordance with the almanac. This 
is the advertisement: 

“If it plefe ony man fpiritvel or tempore] 
to bye ony pyes of two and thre comemo- 
racios of falifburi vfe enpryntid after the 
forme of this present le-tre whiche ben 
wel and truly correct, late hym come to 
weftmonefter in to the almonefrye at the 
reed pale and he fhal have them good 
chepe:: 





“Supplico ftet cedula.” 

The Latin ending, “Pray don’t tear down 
the advertisement,” is a quaint touch which 
redoubles one’s interest. Another curious 
thing is the use of the word “pyes.” When 
this advertisement was discovered the ex- 
istence of the book it describes was not 
known, and the early bibliographers haz- 
arded many conjectures as to what “pyes” 
meant. Probably the correct interpreta- 
tion is that ascribed to Henry Bradshaw, 
that the syllable “co” had dropped out by 
accident and that the word should read 
“copyes,” and this appears the more prob- 
able because the line containing the word 
is slightly shorter than the others. 

The latter part of the advertisement re- 
fers, of course, to Caxton’s residence in 
the Almonry (described by Stow) in the 
precincts of Westminster Abbey, and the 
“reed pale” refers to the sign on the house, 
a Red Pale or perpendicular red mark on 
the escutcheon. 





Advertising a |’ Aviation. 


UBERT LATHAM, the aviator, in his 
flight over Baltimore for a prize of 
$5,000 offered by the Baltimore Sun and 
for $500 offered by Ross R. Winans, also 
won the choice of any piece of silver plate 
valued at $100 in the Antique Curio Shop, 
conducted by Joseph H. Bokel, at 1 to 7 
Clay St. By advertisements in the local 
papers Mr. Bokel announced that he would 
give Latham the piece of silver plate if he 
dropped one of the firm’s advertising cards 
as he- passed over the shop. Mr. Bokel and 
his employes were on the roof for the 
flight and waved flags as signals for the 
aviator to let the card drop. This Latham 
did, but no one has yet reported finding 
the card. The shop got publicity out of 
the stunt, which fully prepaid the outlay 
represented by the plate.

“A term applied to any 
artist who worked in wax, clay or other 
plastic material, as contradistinguished 
from one who worked in bronze, marble, 
wood, ivory, or other solid substances.’”’— 
Fairholt. 

Fines, the goddess of fidelity had as 
symbol a white dog. Two maidens joining 
hands, or two hands joined, are fides 
symbols. See fede. . 

Frecp (her.). “The surface of the es- 
cutcheon, or shield.”—Robson. 

FILAGREE. Same as filigree. 

Fite. Same as label. 

Fire Test. “It has been stated that jard 
porcelain, sometimes cailed natural porce 
lain, or pate dure, cannot be scratched with 
a file. As a matter of fact, a good file will 
mark the hardest porcelain. . This test, 
therefore, is unreliable.”—Barber. 

FiniGRAN. An old term for filigree. 

FILIGREE, filigree, filigran, filagree (Fr., 
filigraine; Ger., filigran, or feine Drahtge- 
flecht). “Ornamental work executed in 
fine gold or silver wire, plaited and forme:] 
by soldering into the forms of delicate ara 
besques and flowers; having the minute 
beauty of lace in some carefully-executed 
specimens. The Eastern nations have for 
ages been remarkable for their proficiency 
in this delicate and beautiful art.”’—Fair 
holt. “The Italian word filigrana is com- 
pounded of filum and granum, or granular 
net-work; because the Italians, who first 
introduced this style of work, placed beads 
on it.”—Ure. 

Fitter (her.). “This is the Diminutive 
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FILLET. 











of the chief, the lowermost fourth of which 


it always occupies.”—Boutell. The fillet is 
one of the ordinaries. 

“FILLED IN” TRANSFER (cer.). The trans- 
fer print painted over in colors. 

FimBria (Lat.). “Fringe. By the Greeks 
and Romans, fringes, or tassels, were orna- 
ments but little worn, except on the gar- 
ments of females, by whom they were 
sometimes attached to the tunic. The ex- 
tremities of the threads (thrums) formed 
the usual fringes, to which an ornamental 
appeararce was given by twisting and cross- 
ing the threads, and the production of a 
net-like form. Fringes were also made of 
gold thread and other materiais, wh ch 
were attached to the garments, &. * * * 
The ancient Assyrian sculptures exhibit 
fringed garmerts in profusion; and they 
are frequently mentioned in holy writ.”— 
Fairholt. 

FimpriAtep (her.) (Fr., frangé). “A 
term derived from the Latin fimbria, the

hem of a garment, implying any ordinary 
or charge edged or bordered all around.”— 
Robson. Berry (for 15 years Registering 
Clerk to the College of Arms, London) 
gives an amusing instance of misapplica- 
tion, or false heraldry, emanating from the 
college itself. He says: “With much def- 
erence to the Heralds’ College, whose bla- 
zon ot the Union Flag has been followed 
verbatim in this work, the crosses are im- 
properly termed fimbriated, as they are not 
edged all around, which the word fimbriated 
implies. This only proves a truism, that 
we are none of us infallible, and that pat- 
ents cannot make heralds.” 

FINIAL (Lat., finis, the end). “By old

writers this term is frequently applied to a 
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pinnacle, but it is now usually confined to 
the bunch of foliage which terminates pin- 
racles, canopies, pediments, &c., in Gothic 
architecture. The introduction of finials 
was contemporary with that of crockets, to 
which they bear a close affinity, the leaves 
of which they are composed almost always 
having a resemblance to them; and some- 
times they are formed by uniting four or 
more crockets together. They were espe- 
clally used in the Decorative  style.”— 
Parker. Finials are sometimes called (er- 
minals. 

“While the ordinary cross rises as a free 
ornament in 32 vertical plane, the finial 
makes a cross in plan. It extends its arms 
not only sideways, but also to the front and 
back. Crocket-like additions clothe the 
stem, which, usually, takes the form of an 
elongated four or eight-sided shaft. There 
may be one or more tiers of crockets. 

“The finial serves to decorate spires, pin- 
nacles, baldachins, tombs, &c., and is a 
specifically Gothic ornament. The most 
beautiful forms are furnished by French 
Gothic.”—Meyer. 

FINIGUERRA, Maso. Most famous, prob- 
ably, of Italian niello working goldsmiths. 
He was a pupil of Lorenzo Ghiberti. In- 
tensely minute, yet correct, drawing. In- 
ventor of printing impressions from en- 
gravings on metals. A pax at Florence is 
said to be the first from which an engrav- 
ing was ever taken. In the “public library” 
at Paris is an impression from it; the only 
one now extant. Maso Finiguerra lived 
about 1450. 

Frorr (It.). Floral decoration. 

FirME (her.). “A term used for a cross 
hattée fixed at each side of the shield, and 
cross pattée eniire; but cross pattée 
throughout is a better term.”—Robson. See 
cut to title entire. 

“Frrinc” (also termed baking. Brinkley 
vses the expression “stoved”). The process 
of hardening of the paste, the glaze, or the 
decoration in the oven. See few. 

Fisu (eccles.). The fish, naturally sym- 
bolising water, its element, in the Christian 
symbolism early became the symbol for the 
water of baptism. See Vesica Piscis. 

St. Zeno is represented as a bishop with 
a fish. 

FisH roe (cer.). A fine crackle is known 
under this term to the Chinese. The 
French call it truité. 

Fissure (her.) “Fourth part of the bend

sinister, and by some called a_ staff.”— 
Robson. 

FistuLca (Lat.). A writing pen formed 
of reed. See calamus. The distribution of 
the wine of the Sacrament from the minis- 
terial chalice was made by a fistula, or 
calamus, of gold, silver or ivory.

QuesTION No, 2716—Bleaching Antique 
Ivory.—/n our repair department we are 
often called upon to bleach, or whiten, old 
antique ivory novelties which have turned 
dark and yellow. A suggestion from you 
how to treat the ivory would be appre- 
ciated, B. A. 

ANSWER :-—Antique works in ivory that 
have become yellow may be whitened by 
exposing to the sun, under a glass globe. 
Very often old pieces of ivory show nu- 
merous small cracks which cannot be re- 
moved, but they will not show so much if 
the ivory is washed, after the dust has 
been removed in warm water and soap, 
using a brush. The discolored pieces 
are brushed with pumice, calcined and 
diluted, and while yet wet placed 
under a glass globe and exposed to the 
rays of the sun. Turn them several times 
so all parts will be exposed about an equal 
length of time. If the brown color be 
deeper on one side than the other, that 
side will, of course, be for the longest time 
exposed to the sun. Peineman’s process of 
bleaching yellow ivory is to place the ivory 
in a saturated solution of alum, soak for 
one hour, rub with a woolen cloth, and 
wrap in linen cloth to dry. Another meth- 
od, which is preferred by some, is to pre- 
pare a thin paste with lime. Heat over a 
fire. Put the ivory in this paste, and let 
it remain until it becomes white. Take 
out, dry and polish. Many steel articles 
have ivory handles, such as pocket knives, 
penholders or manicure sets, and it is 
necessary to protect the steel during the 
bleaching process of the ivory. This may 
be done by warming paraffine or wax and 
coating the steel with it. If the ivory is 
not very dark, then dip in a saturated solu- 
tion of alum and water from one to three 
hours; wash and wipe dry. If the ivory 
is quite yellow, make a solution of chloride 
of lime, one part, and water four parts. 
Place the ivory in this for a day or more, 
wash with water, wipe and dry. The cov- 
ered parts can now be freed from _ the 
wax or paraffine by warming the metal 
and wiping off. 

Question No. 2717.—To Bronze Wood. 
—How can I bronze wood so it will re 
semble and match a bronze lamp? G. B. 

ANSWER :—Wood may be bronzed by cov- 
ering the article first with a uniform coat- 
ing of glue, and, when nearly dry, dusting 
on in a small bag bronze powder. The pow- 
der should be of a color or shade to match 

the bronze article. The surface of the article 
is afterwards rubbed with a moist rag. 
The bronze powder may be mixed with a 
drying oil and applied with a brush. This 
method is often preferable to the dusting 





on, Another method is to cover the wood 
with a mixture of size and lampblack, then 
apply two coatings of bronze powder, 
mixed with drying oil. Enough of the 
bronze powder must be applied to obtain 
the desired shade; finish with a thin solu- 
tion of castile soap. When dry, rub with 
a woolen cloth, 

Question No, 2718 —German Silver for 
Sand Castings.—/How can I prepare an 
alloy of German silver suitable for cast- 
ings in sand molds? G.. 3. 

ANSWER:—German silver is perhaps 
harder to cast successfully than any other 
metal. Many founders are utterly unable 
to make good casting in this alloy. If 
there is an excess of nickel the castings 
are most difficult to cast sound. So it is 
best to use as much zinc as it will stand, 
and as little nickel as can be used with 
safety. A good alloy for casting consists 
of: Copper, 10 pounds; nickel, 2% pounds, 
and zinc, 4% pounds. After some melting 
the zinc will burn out, and this should be 
borne in mind so it can be replaced. 

Question No, 2719.—Recovering Go'd 
from Old Solution.—/ have a lot of worn 
out gold solution and want to obtain ihe 
gold therefrom. How should I procecd 
to recover tt? R. G. 

ANSWER:-—-To recover the gold from a 
plating solution proceed by placing it in a 
bottle and for every pint of solution add 
about 2 grams of zinc dust; shake well and 
let remain for three or four days. The 
gold, silver and copper will have been pre- 
cipitated, and the zinc can be dissolved with 
hydrochloric acid, the silver and copper 
with nitric acid, and the residue will be 
pure gold: 

QuEsTIon No, 2720.—Casting Clear In- 
got of Copper.—/ want to cast copper into 
ingots so that the copper will show up 
clear and bright. How can I do this? 

eh 

ANSWER:—To obtain clean and clear in- 
gots of copper melt the copper with a 
covering of small pieces of charcoal, which 
acts as a deoxidizer. Before pouring the 
melted copper into the ingot skim off all 
foreign substances, then throw a handful 
of powdered borax on the copper and pro- 
ceed to pour into the ingot. It is also 
good to have the ingot warmed and the 
sides rubbed with borax before the using. 
If a copper ingot is tarnished, either from 
bad casting or exposure to the air, it can 
be cleaned by dipping, when cold, into di- 
lute sulphuric acid. Should the oxidizing 
be very obstinate, then warm the acid. 
Like all dips for metal, the acid must be 
removed by rinsing in cold water and dried 
in sawdust. 








Modern Practice in Sterling Silver Melting. 
From the Brass World. 

HE melting of sterling silver, contrary 

to the usual belief, is not unlike that 

of brass or bronze. As now made in the 

United States, and required by law of a 

number of States (there is no United 

States law in regard to the fineness of 
sterling silver), it shall consist of at least 
925 parts of fine silver in 1,000 parts. 
There is no stipulation in regard to the 
material which is used for the remainder. 
It may be any metal, as far as that is con- 
cerned. For technical reasons, however, it 
is always customary to employ copper as 
the alloy. As now made, therefore, sterling 
silver consists of : 

eer pee sata cecinidad 925 parts 
COPMOE oc cccs cecssccccssce 75 parts 

As practically all sterling silver is rolled 
into sheet or drawn into wire, the purest 
metals obtainable must be employed. This 
point is now well understood and care is 
exercised by manufacturers to see that they 
are obtained, 

The melting is always done in graphite 
crucibles, and oil or gas furnaces are now 
almost exclusively used for the reason that 
there are no ashes to grind and treat like 
those which follow when coal or coke is 
employed. As far as known, there are no 
makers of sterling silver who now melt 
with coal or coke. Oil is usually preferred 
to gas because it is cheaper. 

The copper and silver are placed in the 
crucible together and kept well covered 
with charcoal. As soon as the copper has 
melted the metal is stirred with a graphite 
stirrer. Iron can be used, but graphite is 
preferable and more extensively used on 
account of not introducing any iron into 
the silver. When the copper is melted, the 
silver, which melts at a much lower heat, 
will also be liquid. 

Care must be taken to have the heat suf- 
ficiently high to melt the copper. This point 
requires experience as the melting point of 
the copper is so much higher than that of 
the silver that to all appearances a good 
melt may be obtained and yet have some of 
the copper left unmelted. The mass is 
then well stirred and is ready for pouring. 

The old practice of inserting a piece of 
tool steel in the silver and noticing whether 
it “sizzles” is now obsolete. It is open to 
the objections that it is apt to introduce 
iron in the silver, and that such a tempera- 
ture is altogether too high. The silver 
should be poured at a low heat rather than 
a high one, and less pin holes resulting in 
blisters will be obta‘ned. 

Iron molds are used for casting the sil- 
ver and they are oiled on the surface be- 
fore pouring. The molds are set vertically 
and the pouring is carried on in rather a 
rapid manner in order to hasten the opera- 
tion as much as possible and avoid expos- 
ing the silver to the air any longer than is 
necessary. The cast bars are cooled in 
water when set as this facilitates matters, 
and experience has demonstrated that it 
has no effect upon the quality of the metal.
